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SOME  RECENT  IMPROVEMENTS  AND 
FUTURE  PROSPECTS  OF  L.  F.  U. 


In  all  the  history  of  Lake  Forest 
University,  the  prospects  have  never 
been  brighter  than  at  the  opening  of 
the  present  college  year.  There  is  the 
largest  matriculation  in  the  history  of 
the  under-graduate  departments.  In 
the  college  North  Hall  is  filled  and 
many  rooms  in  College  Hall  are  occu- 
pied. Mitchell  Hall,  Ferry  Hall  and 
the  academy  could  accomodate  no 
more  students.  Many  improvements 
are  under  way,  while  others  will  be 
begun  in  a  short  time. 

In  the  way  of  improvements  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
has  not  been  behind,  and  it  now  occu- 
pies the  large  room  on  the  second  floor 
of  North  Hall,  which  was  originally  in- 
tended for  the  college  reading  room. 
The  room  remained  unfurnished  and 
useless  all  last  winter,  and  prospects 
were  favorable  for  the  some  condition 
of  affairs  during  the  coming  winter. 
This  summer,  however,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Reid  and  others  the 
room  was  elegantly  furnished  and 
turned  over  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  A 
handsome  piano  now  occupies  one  side 
of  the  room.  Several  beautiful 
pictures  adorn  the  walls,  and  the  floor 
is  covered  with  expensive  rugs.  All 
these  things,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Reid, 
make  the  room  so  home-like  and  beau- 
tiful that  it  has  become  the  popular 
gathering  place  of  students  rooming  in 
the  two  dormitories.  Two  large  tables 
arc  filled  with  the  current  numbers  of 
all  the  best  periodicals,  including  re- 
ligious publications.  The  room  is  open 
from  four  to  eight,  and  between  these 
hours  music  and  a  general  good  time 
is  in  order. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given 
Mrs.  Reid  for  placing  such  an  elegantly 
equipped  room  at  the    disposal  of  the 


students.  Such  a  place  where  students 
may  meet  together  daily  will  tend  to 
develope  more  college  spirit,  an  end 
toward  which  everyone  is  working. 

The  improvements  which  have  been 
made  in  the  university  boarding  club 
are  much  appreciated  by  the  students. 
During  the  summer,  the  authorities  of 
the  university  papered  and  painted  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Academia,  and  gave 
to  the  club  an  entire  new  outfit  con- 
sisting of  silver-ware,  table  linen,  cook- 
ing utensils  and  a  large  range.  New 
tables  and  chairs  were  also  placed  in 
the  room.  Various  rules  have  been 
made  regarding  behavior,  and  the  club 
is  now  a  model  boarding  club.  Im- 
provements are  being  made  in  the 
assembly  room  of  the  Art  Institute, 
and  while  these  are  in  progress  chapel 
is  held  in  College  Hall. 

When  seen  by  a  reporter  Dr.  Mc- 
Clure  expressed  himself  as  much  grati- 
fied at  the  increase  in  attendance  this 
year.  The  total  registration  in  the 
three  departments  at  the  present  time 
is  374,  compared  to  294  at  the  same 
time  last  year.  The  registration  in' 
the  college  is  106,  compared  to  85  at 
the  same  time  last  year.  Referring  to 
the  new  buildings  Dr.  McClure  said: 

"Work  has  been  begun  on  the 
woman's  dormitory  and  the  hospital, 
and  it  will  be  carried  on  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  hospital,  which  is  the 
gift  of  Mr.  Henry  C.  Durand,  is  to  be 
called  the  "Alice  Home".  Its  chief 
object  is  to  provide  a  place  for  sick 
students.  Its  administration  is  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  three 
trustees,  namely:  Dr.  Haven,  Mr. 
Delevan  Smith  and  Mrs.  Charles  B. 
Farwell.  The  new  woman's  dormitory 
will  accomodate  forty  students." 

The   only    new   member  of  the  col- 


lege  faculty  is  Prof.  James  Necdham. 
Prof.  Necdham  graduated  from  Knox 
College,  and  afterwards  taught  there. 
He  has  also  taken  work  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins, Harvard  and  Cornell  Universities, 
and  a  well-known  professor  says:  I 
regard  him  as  one  of  the  strongest  of 
the  younger"  zoologists  of  this  country. 
He  is  thoroughly  trained  in  the  mod- 
ern methods  of  zoological  investiga- 
tion.'' 

Miss  Sargent,  principal  of  Ferry 
Hall,  is  also  much  pleased  at  the  in- 
creased attendance.  She  said:  "There 
are  158  students  in  Ferry  Hall  this 
year,  an  increase  of  19  over  last  year; 
150  persons,  including  teachers,  eat  at 
the  hall.  There  are  about  sixty  stu- 
dents in  the  musical  department. 
Ferry  Hall  and  the  cottage  near  by 
are  both  filled  and  still  another  build- 
ing is  utilized  for  recitation  purposes. 
There  are  several  new  teachers  in 
Ferry  Hall  this  year.  Miss  Jessica 
Mclntirc,  who  is  the  new  head  of  the 
department  of  history,  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Michigan  with  the 
decree  of  Ph.  P>.,  and  afterwards 
studied  a  year  in  Paris.  Miss  Marga- 
ret Stuart,  the  teacher  of  mathematics, 
is  also  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 


Michigan,  with  a  degree  of  A.  M. 
Miss  Kent  is  the  new  teacher  on  the 
violin.  Miss  Annette  Covington,  of 
Oxford,  Ohio,  has  been  engaged  as 
Director  of  the  Art  Department.  Miss 
Covington  has  studied  in  some  of  the 
most  famous  art  schools  of  this  coun- 
try. She  taught  at  the  Western,  a 
college  for  women,  at  Oxford,  Ohio, 
1896-1897,  and  at  the  Ashevillc 
College  for  Women  1897-1898.  Miss 
Helen  Fleming  of  Chicago  is  the  di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Vocal  Mu- 
sic. She  has  studied  music  in  London 
and  Paris,  and  has  taught  with  success 
in  Paris,  Chicago  and  Memphis.  At  a 
home  entertainment  given  at  Ferry 
Hall  last  Friday  evening  £36. 60  was 
raised  for  a  scholarship. 

The  Academy  is  filled  to  overflow- 
ing this  year.  The  dormitory  and  both 
cottages  arc  full,  and  Prof.  Welch  stales 
that  he  can  fills  another  building  next 
year.  Prof.  Welch  is  delighted  at  the 
prospects  and  forsees  a  brilliant  future 
for  the  Academy.  Athletics  arc  re- 
ceiving due  attention  at  the  hands  of 
Prof.  Welch,  and  as  a  result  the  foot- 
ball team  this  year  surpasses  any  that 
has  represented  the  Academy  for 
many  years.

the  first  steps  to  be  taken,  and  they 
carefully  looked  over  the  grounds  of 
the  University,  following  aset  of  plans 
made  by  Mr.  Manning  for  the  cam- 
puses. The  first  improvements  were 
made  on  the  College  campus  and  old 
sheds  and  other  obstructions  were 
moved     away    from     the     region     of 


Academia,  a  new  drive-way  for  the 
hauling  of  coal  to  the  engine  house 
was  laid,  and  the  ground  was  seeded 
down  as  a  lawn.  The  ladies  also  de- 
cided to  use  their  influence  for  the  re- 
moval of  what  is  commonly  known  as 
"Frye's  Causeway,"  across  the  ravine 
by  the  engine  house,  and  have  the 
ravine  bridged  between  the  north  hall 
and  the  President's  house.  A  drive- 
way will  then  extend  from  the  art  in- 
stitute grounds,  past  the  new  ladies' 
hall,  to  the  College  Campus.  Numer- 
ous trees,  shrubs  and  vines  will  be 
planted  early  in  October,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  many  more  beautifying  forms 
of  trees  in  the  Spring.  The  present 
aim  of  the  society  is  to  obsure  the  pre- 
sence of  the  engine  house  and  to  re- 
store the  ravine  to  some  of  its  original 
natural  beauties.  Work  will  begun  on 
the  Academy  and  Ferry  Hall  grounds 
when  the  society  has  developed  more 
resources.  To  meet  the  demand  for 
the  improvements  now  being  made 
the  ladies  decided  to  give  an  enter- 
tainment at  the  Art  Institute  Septem- 
ber 9th.  This  they  did  and,  it  netted 
$100.  Besides  being  a  success  financi- 
al!}', this  entertainment  was  one  of  the 


most  charming  events  ever  held  in  the 
Art  Institute.  Miss  Katherine  E. 
Oliver,  one  who  has  gained  a  wide  re- 
putation for  interpretation  of  charac- 
ters, read  many  entertaining  selections 
from  Scotch  authors.  Mrs.  Frank  Hall 
and  Miss  Annie  Day  gave  many  de- 
lightful songs,  also  mostly  of  Scottish 
origin.  Refreshments  were  served  of 
Scottish  elements,  and  the  decorations 
of  the  hall  were  also  national  Scottish 
favorites.  Altogether  the  evening  was 
a  delightful  one. 

Mrs.  Thomas,  president  of  the  so- 
ciety, when  interviewed,  said  the  society 
had  bright  prospects  and  meant  to  work 
consistently  along  the  lines  laid  down 
in  Mr.  Manning's  plans  of  the  campus, 
and  as  far  as  possible  doing 
.whatever  their  resources  might  war- 
rant. She  asked  that  an  appeal  be 
made  to  the  students  for  co-operation 
with  the  plans  of  the  society,  by  keep- 
ing the  grounds  about  the  buildings 
free  from  the  small  litter  so  apt  to 
gather,  and  thus  encourage  the  society 
in  their  work.  To  this  society  the 
Stentor  wishes  long  life  and  much

The  University  of  Penn.  is  soon  to 
take  a  step  in  advance  of  her  sister 
American  institutions  in  the  erection 
of  a  Vivarium  by  the  Biological  De- 
partment.    The    building  will  contain 


both  salt  and  fresh  water  aquariums, 
and  there  will  be  accomodations  for 
specimens  of  nearly  all  the  families  of 
the  smaller  mammals,  of  insects,  birds, 
etc.  This  "live"  house  will  be  the  first 
of  its  kind  erected  at  any  university  in 
this  country  and  should  furnish  a  great 
stimulus  to  Zoological  work  by  intro- 
ducing the  study  of  living  creatures  in- 
stead of  dead  ones  as  is  the  custom 
now. 

Cornell  University  has  been  pre- 
sented with  $1,500,000  for  a  medical 
school  which  is  to  be  situated  in  New 
York  City.  One  prominent  feature 
of  the  building  will  be  the  dispensary, 
the  largest  in  New  York,  occupying 
more  than  half  of  the  first  two  out  of 
the  five  floors.  The  four  years'  course 
will  be  given  in  New  York,  although 
the  first  two  years  may  be  taken  at 
Ithaca.

The  main  numbers  will  be 
given  by  Opie  Read,  author  of  the 
Kentucky  Colonel,  the  Jucklins  and 
other  popular  works;  Charles  D.  Almy, 
one  of  the  brightest  of  Chicago's  news- 
paper men;  Miss  Perce,  vocalist,  and 
Carl  Reade  in  southern  dialect  songs, 
quaint  and  pleasing.  Such  a  pro- 
gramme cannot  but  prove  attractive  to 
a  Lake  Forest  audience,  young  or  old. 

Mr.  Read  is  too  well  known  to  need  an 
introduction.  His  literary  works  have 
had  a  most  charming  success,  and  as 
an  entertainer  he  is  admittedly  one  of 
the  brightest   of  Chicago's  sons. 

Mr.  Almy  is  less  known  outside  of 
the  newspaper  world.  In  it,  however, 
his  wit  and  brilliancy  have  been  the  ad- 
miration of  news  writers  for  years,  and 
of  the  readers  who  knew  his  stories 
but  never  the  man.

The  play  of 
Highland  Park  was  rather  listless  and 
the  Cads  gained  ground  at  will. 

Highland  Park  kicked  off  but  Burke 
brought  the  ball  back  to  the  center  of 
the  field.  From  there  the  oval  was 
rushed  down  the  field  by  Norton, 
Hamm,  Whitney  and  Stark,  and  a 
touch  down  was  made  by  Norton,  after 
Northwestern  had  gotten  the  ball  on 
fumble  and  was  unable  to  gain.  Whit- 
ney kicked  goal. 

Highland  Park  kicked  off  again  and 
after  the  ball  was  brought  back  twenty 
yards  by  Whitney,  Hamm  made  a  sen- 
sational run  of  seventy-five  yards  for 
touchdown,  in  I  minute  of  play. 

The  next  touch   down    was    secured 


in  two  minutes  by  Stark,  good  gains 
being  made  by  the  backs  and  ends. 
Norton  is  credited  with  the  fourth 
touchdown  and  the  half  ended  with 
the  score  of  23  to  0. 

During  the  second  half  the  only 
score  was  secured  by  Vincent  on  a 
pretty  run  half  the  length  of  the  field. 
The  game  ended  with  the  pig  skin  in 
the  center  of  the  field,  and  the  score 
28  to  0. 

The  Cad  line  holds  well  and  on  the 
offensive  good  gains  were  made  around 
the  tackles  and  through  the  center  but 
the  backs  have  the  fault  of  hitting  the 
line  too  high.  The  ends  did  not  have 
many  chances  to  distinguish  them- 
selves on  defensive  but  did  well  when 
the  opportunity  was  offered.  From 
the  showing  thus  far  the  Cads  should 
make  a  strong  pull  for  the  Tri-Acad- 
emic  banner.

May  the  old  familiar  yell  ring  out 
loud  and  clear  when  the  last  game  of 
the  year  has  been  played,  marking  a 
season  which,  beginning  big  with  prom- 
ise shall  have  made  that  promise  good 
and  brought  to  the  Academy  a  record 
which  shall  be  a  mark  for  coming 
teams  to  aim  at. 

That  point  in  the  work  has  now  been 
reached  when  after  the  weeding  out 
process,  through  which  every  team 
must  pass,  it  is  possible  not  only  to 
give  the  probable  make  up  of  the 
team  but  also  to  intelligently  criticise 
the  work  of  the  players  collectively 
and  individually. 

THE  STENTOR  feels  that  the  Acad- 
emy team  of  this  year  is  deserving  of 
attention  and  instigated  by  that  feel- 
ing contributions  to  our  columns  have 
been  asked  for  from  those  most  vitally 
interested  in  the  success  of  our  foot 
ball  representatives,  namely,  Principal 
Welch,  Prof.  Hibbeler,  Capt.  Stark 
and  Manager  Cameron. 

To  THE  STENTOR: 

Although  the  Cad  team  has  won  four 
games  this  year  and  has  not  been 
scored  upon,  their  showing  on  the  field 
is  not  quite  up  to  what  would  be  ex- 
pected of  a  team  which  has  had  the 
privileges  and  advantages  that  the  Cad 
boys  have  had  this  season. 

Their  victories  thus  far  are  beyond 
doubt  due  to  their  energy,  grit  and 
perseverance;  but  these  alone  will 
never  make    a    successful    team.     The 
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men  lack  the  necessary  snap  which 
generally  distinguishes  teams  that  un- 
derstand their  plays  and  know  their 
signals.  Tackling  likewise  is  a  weak 
point.  These  two  important  features 
can  be  acquired  only  through  regular 
daily  team  practice. 

There  is  the  material  in  the  Cad  this 
year  for  one  of  the  best  Preparation 
Schools  in  the  west.  Briefly,  the  situ- 
ation is  as  follows: 

Jeffers  at  centre  is  reliable  and  quick. 
Yerv  often  he  is  seen  breaking  through 
the  line  and  tackling  the  man  who  is 
trying  to  advance  the  ball. 

Hall  at  1.  guard  plays  hard,  steady 
ball  and  holds  his  man  well.  R.  Guard 
Swift,  though  a  little  light  for  his  posi- 
tion, is  doing  well.  He  has  yet  to  learn 
how  to  interfere. 

Husky  Baird,  who  plays  1.  tackle, 
has  developed  wonderfully  this  year. 
He  breaks  through  well  and  often 
stops  the  ball  before  it  is  fairly  in  play. 

Terwilliger,  r.  tackle,  is  a  sure  ground 
gainer.  He  hits  hard,  runs  low,  and 
uses  his  head  well. 

Hamm  shows  his  ability  as  a  sprinter. 
His  long  end  runs  often  result  in  touch- 
downs. Before  the  season  is  over  he 
will,  no  doubt,  learn  more  about  tack- 
ling and  then  be  ready  to  play  1.  end 
on  any  team  in  the  west. 

Jebb  and  May  are  still  fighting  for 
the  position  at  r.  end.  The  latter  is 
too  busy  to  practice  regularly  and  will 
very  likely  concede  the  position  to 
Jebb,  who  plays  hard   and  kicks    well 
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We  are  sorry  May  cannot  find  time  to 
practice. 

As  yet  Burke  at  quarter  has  had  lit- 
tle opportunity  to  show  his  engineering 
ability.  He  interferes  and  tackles  well, 
and  when  the  important  games  come 
he  will  surely  keep  the  men  and  the 
ball  in  constant  motion.  Sheddon  is  his 
close  successor,  however,  and  he  too 
knows  how  to  down  a  man. 

Capt.  Stark  at  full-back  is  a  proof 
that  brains  are  essential  to  good  foot- 
ball. When  he  uses  his  head  the  game 
runs  smoothly;  but  there  is  always 
trouble  when  he  forgets  to  run  low  and 
fails  to  pick  off  his  man. 

Whitney,  though  playing  r.  h.  back, 
does  fine  work  at  kicking.  He  is  quiet, 
but  his  actions  when  he  carries  the  ball 
speak  louder  than  his  words.  Vincent, 
who  often  relieves  him  at  this  position, 
is  by  far  the  lightest  man  of  the  team. 
Notwithstanding  this  he  tackles  and 
runs  beautifully,  and  is  always  seen 
where  the  fight  is  hardest. 

Norton  has  the  ability  of  squirming 
through  the  line  like  a  snake  and  in- 
variably gains  ground  after  everybody 
thinks  the  ball  is  down.  He  did  not 
don  his  armor  until  recently  and  gets 
a  wrong  signal  occasionally;  but  look 
out  for  him  before  the  season  is  over. 
Flemming,  who  came  to  the  rescue  in 
Norton's  behalf  and  played  well,  will 
not  be  able  to  do  much  more  this  sea- 
son. His  ankle  is  rapidly  improving, 
but  he  still  carries  his  crutches. 

Hebbard,  Erb  and  Kennedy  are  al- 
ways on  hand  to  fill  in  vacancies.  All 
three  are  new  men  at  the  game,  but 
play  hard  and  earnestly. 

The  average  weight  of  the  team  is 
about  15s  pounds;  sufficient,  however, 
when  they  get  the  necessary  snap,  to 
contend  with  their  opponents  and  to 
bring  the  penant  to  Lake  Forest.

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THE  NEW  DORMITORY— LOIS  HALL 


Anionic  the  improvements  which 
have  been  made  on  the  buildings  of 
the  university  there  has  been  none 
more  needed  than  a  new  girls  dormi- 
tory. For  years  the  young  ladies  of 
the  college  have  been  forced  to  live  in 
Mitchell  Hall,  a  house  which  in  the 
first  place  is  ill  adapted  for  a  dormi- 
tory and  besides  is  rather  old  and  di- 
lapidated. Next  fall,  however,  there 
will  be  ready  for  the  young  ladies'  oc- 
cupancy as  fine  a  dormitory  as  could 
be  desired  by  the  most  exacting  stu- 
dent. 

During  commencement  week  last 
spring,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Durand,  one  of 
the  university's  most  loyal  friends,  do- 
nated $25,000  for  a  new  girl's  dormi- 
tory. To  this  the  authorities  of  the 
university  added  a  few  thousand  dol- 
lars and  plans  were  made  for  a  fine 
new  building.  Frost  and  Granger,  of 
Chicago,  are  the  architects  of  the 
building,  and  the  contract  was  let  to 
Mr.  Ilendershot,  the  Waukegan 
builder.  Ground  was  broken  for  the 
building  by  Prof.  Halsey  several  weeks 
ago  and  work  is  going  on  rapidly.  The 
mason  foreman  said  that  the  masonry 
would  be  completed  in  six  weeks  and 
it  is  thought  that  the  building  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  next  June 

The  building  will  be  about  150  feet 
long  and  about  54  feet  wide.  It  will 
consist  of  abasement  and  three  stories. 
The  basement  is  to  be  occupied  by 
the  boiler  room,  kitchen,  pantry  laun- 
dry, servant's  rooms,  etc. 

The  first  floor   is   reached   from    the 


outside  by  steps  which  lead  to  a  short 
porch.  The  front  door  opens  into  a 
rotunda,  and  this  opens  into  a  long 
corridor  which  runs  the  entire  length 
of  the  building.  At  one  end  of  the 
corridor  is  the  dining  room  and  at  the 
other  is  the  library.  To  the  right  of 
the  rotunda  is  the  matron's  room  and 
on  the  other  side  is  a  large  reception 
room.  The  office  is  situated  imme- 
diately back  of  the  rotunda,  and  to  the 
left  of  this  is  the  dean's  room.  Besides 
these  rooms  there  are  three  bed-rooms 
on  this  floor.  They  arc  large  rooms, 
two  facing  on  the  front  and  one  on 
the  back. 

The  second  floor  is  taken  up  almost 
entirely  with  bed-rooms.  There  is  a 
corridor  similar  to  the  one  on  the  first 
floor.  On  this  floor  there  are  twenty- 
two  bed-rooms  and  several  study 
rooms.  The  third  floor  is  identical 
with  the  second  with  the  addition  of 
several  trunk  rooms. 

The  plans  include  an  elevator,  which 
will  be  placed  near  the  front  entrance. 
The  building  will  be  modern  in  every 
particular,  and  when  it  is  completed 
the  buildings  of  the  university  will 
have  a  valuable  addition.  The  dormi- 
tory is  to  be  called  Lois  Hall.  The 
building  will  undoubtedly  be  full  next 
year,  for  the  only  thing  that  has  kept 
the  attendance  of  young  women  down 
has  been  the  poor  accommodations. 
This  condition  will  be  changed  next 
year  and  a  big  increase  in  attendance 
may  be  looked  for.

FOOTBALL  FROM  A  GIRL'S

I  never  could  understand  why  the 
boys  made  such  an  ado  over  football.

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COLLEGE  NIGHT. 

The  second  annual  "college  night" 
was  celebrated  last  Saturday  night  in 
Chicago,  and  in  every  respect  it  was  a 
great  success.  The  meeting  was  held 
in  Central  Music  Hall  and  the  great 
hall  was  so  full  that  there  was  hardly 
standing  room.

William  E.  Ouine,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  management  of  the  in- 
tercollegiate department  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  This  was  no  easy  matter  and 
Dr.  Ouine  was  nearly  an  hour  in  ac- 
complishing the  task.  The  permanent 
chairman  of  the  meeting  was  John  R. 
Mott,  general  secretary  of  the  World's 
Student  Christian  Federation.  There 
were  many  notable  incidents  in  the 
meeting.  One  of  these  was  the  read- 
ing of  a  telegram  from  President  Mc- 
Kinley  to  the  Kent  College  of  Law, 
regretting  his  inability  to  be  present. 
The  reading  of  this  message  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  tremendous  uproar.  Kent 
College  started  the  cheering  and  it 
was  kept  up  without  cessasion  for  ten 
minutes. 

Every  thing  and  every  body  was 
cheered  and  whenever  a  yell  was 
started  it  was  taken  up  by  everybody 
whether  they  knew  its  cause  or  not. 

Patriotism  for  their  country  as  well 
as  for  their  college  was  shown  by  the 
students.  Drummer  Frankle  and 
Sargeant  E.  L.  Prescott,  two  heroes  of 
the  Spanish-American  war,  were  given 
a  great  reception,  and  it  seemed  as  if 
the  yelling  would  never  quit  when 
Chairman  Mott  said:   "Who  was  it  that 


first  gave  his  life  in  the  war  with 
Spain?  Ensign  Bagley,  president  of 
the  Annapolis  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Who  led 
that  intrepid  expedition  into  the  har- 
bor of  Santiago  ?  Lieutenant  Hobson, 
another  president  ofthe  Annapolis  Y. 
M.  C.  A." 

The  Rush  Medical  College  quartet 
sang  a  song  and  responded  to  an  en- 
core. The  scores  of  all  the  foot-ball 
games  were  read,  and  when  the  Penn- 
sylvania-Chicago score  was  read  the 
maroons  nearly  went  wild.  One  of 
the  amusing  incidents  of  the  evening 
occurred  when  the  Harvard-Indian 
score  was  read.  After  the  cheering 
had  died  down,  one  lone  Harvard  man 
got  up  and  gave  his  yell.  Three  cheers 
were  then  given  both  for  Harvard  and 
the  Indians. 

The  most  interesting  event  of  the 
evening  to  Lake  Forest  students  was 
the  address  of  President  J.  G.  K.  Mc- 
Clure,  of  Lake  Forest  University.  Dr. 
McClure  was  given  a  rousing  reception 
and  he  was  unable  to  speak  for  several 
minutes.  He  started  out  by  saying, 
"It  is  interesting  to  know  how  much 
there  is  in  you."  After  five  minutes 
of  yelling  he  said,  "I  believe  often 
when  the  professors  call  on  you  in 
their  lecture  rooms  you  are  not  as 
ready  to  express  yourselves  as  tonight."

In  all,  about  a  thousand 
men  were  in  line  and  headed  by  Dr.

A  red 
and  black  banner  and  fine  silk  Ameri- 
can flag  were  carried  at  the  head  of 
the  line.  The  parade  was  as  big  a 
success  as  the  meeting  and  Lake  For- 
est may  well  be  proud  of  the  showing' 
she  made  in  either.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A 
may  be  congratulated  on  the  success 
of  their  undertaking  and  they  will  no 
doubt  be  encouraged  to  continue  the 
meetings  in  future  years.

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AN  ANECDOTE  OF  LINCOLN  AS 
A  LAWYER. 

A  certain  wealthy  Democrat,  Col- 
onel Dunlap,  had  administered  a  cow- 
hiding  to  an  abolitionist  editor,  and  in 
the  suit  which  followed,  Lincoln  was 
the  Colonel's  counsel. 

When  the  case  was  presented,  Ed- 
wards, the  editor's  lawyer,  pictured 
the  disgrace  to  the  editor  in  such  a 
vivid  manner  that  the  audience  was 
enraged  at  the  perpetrator  of  such  a 
crime,  and  felt  as  though  his  whole 
fortune  could  not  atone.  Before  all 
eyes  were  dried  it  was  Lincoln's  turn 
to  speak.  He  dragged  his  feet  off  the 
table,  gradually  straightened  up  his 
long  body,  then  took  off  his  coat,  all 
the  time  looking  at  a  paper  on  the 
table.  He  finally  picked  up  the  paper 
and  after  scrutinizing  it  closely,  put  it 
down  and  laughed  with  his  most  gro- 
tesque facial  expression.  The  whole 
audience  smiled.  Next  he  took  off 
his  cravat,  picked  up  the  paper  again, 
looked  at  it,  and  repeated  his  laugh. 
It  was  contagious.  He  then  removed 
his  vest,  took  up  the  paper  and  laughed 
again.  It  was  irresistible.  The  judge, 
jury,  and  all  the  audience  joined  in 
heartily,  and  all  this  before  Lincoln 
had  uttered  a  word.  When  the 
laughter  subsided,  he  apologized  for 
his  seeming  rudeness  and  explained 
that  the  amount  of  damages  claimed 
by  the  editor  was  at  first  written  Siooo. 
He  then  supposed  the  plaintiff  had 
taken  a  second  look  at  the  Colonel's 
fortune  and  concluded  that  his  wounds 
to  his  honor  were  worth  an  additional 
nine  thousand. 

The  result  was  to  destroy  at  once, 
the  effect  of  Edwards'  pathos  and  in- 
dignation, and  win  the  audience  over 
to  his  side  Lincoln  then  admitted 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  a 
small  amount,  told  a  funny   story    ap- 


plicable to  the  case,  and  especially 
urged  the  jury  to  agree  on  some 
amount.  The  verdict  was  for  a  few 
hundred  dollars,  and  was  entirely  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Colonel. — Selected. 


SOCIAL  EFFECTS  OF  WAR. 

Whatever  may  be  the  financial  or 
commercial  results  of  war,  we  can  not 
entirely  overlook  its  social  effects. 
Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  of  these 
is  the  union  of  all  classes  in  a  common 
cause.  All  provincial  strifes  are  for- 
gotten in  one  great  interest.  City 
police  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  there 
are  fewer  petty  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors during  the  immediate  excite- 
ment accompaning  a  war.  They  give 
as  a  reason,  that  the  habitually  idle 
class  have  the  topics  of  the  times  to 
occupy  their  minds  and  this  effectually 
"keeps  them  out  of  mischief." 

The  great  mass  of  people,  further- 
more, becomes  better  educated  gener- 
ally, while  a  war  is  in  progress.  They 
not  only  study  the  geography  of  the 
war,  but  they  become  familiar  with 
manjT  naval  and  military  terms,  here- 
tofore unknown  to  them. 

Individually,  the  discipline  of  war 
teaches  strict  obedience,  and  though, 
after  a  long  war,  there  is  danger  of 
reaction  from  this  very  strictness  of 
government,  on  the  whole,  this  also 
may  prove  a  benefit. — Contributed.

The  much  talked  of  College-Acad- 
emy  football  game  took  place  lai-t 
Wednesday  afternoon,  on  a  field  ankle 
deep  with  water  and  mud,  and  under  a 
sky  which  was  indistinguishable  from 
the  scarcely  more  solid  earth.  The 
College  won  the  game  after  an  ex- 
citing struggle,  byjthe  close  score  of  6 
to  o.  The  play  throughout  the  whole 
game  was  close  and  exciting  and  on  a 
good  day  the  game  would  have  been 
worth  seeing.  It  was  the  closest  game 
which  has  been  played  on  the  Cad 
field  this  year  and  was  characterized  by 
clean  and  hard  play.  The  team  work 
of  the  Cads  was  superior  to  the  Col- 
lege because  of  steadier  practice,  but 
on  the  other  hand  the  individual  play 
of  the  College  team  excelled  that  of 
the  Cads.  On  a  dry  field  the  Cad 
would  undoubtedly  have  scored,  but 
the  College  would  also  have  scored 
more  often  than  it  did.  In  the  first 
half,  of  20  minutes,  neither  team 
scored  although  the  Cads  repeatedly 
forced  the  ball  down  the  field  only  to 
lose  it  each  time  when  well  inside  the 
College  territory,  when  Jackson  would 
punt  back  and  the  Cads  line  bucking 
tactics  would  be  renewed.  The  Col- 
lege made  its  only  score  in  10  minutes 
of  play  in  the  second  half  during  which 
time  the  ball  only  changed  hands 
twice.  On  a  fumble  by  the  College 
Campbell  recovered  the  ball  and  made 
a  run  often  yards  which  put  the  ball 
on  the  Cad's  forty-yard  line  and  from 
this  point  they  rushed  it  down  to  the 
five  yard  line    where    another    fumble 


almost  lost  them  the  ball.  Carstens 
however  fell  on  it  and  on  the  next 
buck  W.  Jackson  went  through  the 
line  for  a  touchdown.  In  the  four 
minutes  left  to  play  the  College  was 
again  making  ground  rapidly  but  fum- 
bles on  account  of  wet  and  darkness 
delayed  the  game  so  another  score 
cauld  not  be  made.  This  game  was 
full  of  interest  as  being  the  closest 
game  ever  played  by  the  Cad  and 
College. 

For  the  College  the  offensive  work 
of  Bladder,  Campbell  and  Jackson  was 
noticeable  while  on  defense  Sickles 
and  Roberts  at  ends  and  Snyder  and 
Campbell  behind  the  lines  was  excel- 
lent. For  the  Cads  Whitney  and 
Stark  on  offense  and  Hamm  and  Burke 
for  defensive  work  were  at  their  best.

XENOPHON. 

Xenophon,  the  noted  Athenian  au- 
thor, historian,  philosopher,  and  com- 
mander   was    born    in    Erchesia,   B.  C. 

445- 

He  was  a  disciple  of  Socrates,  and 
used  his  doctrines  of  philosophy,  not 
for  vainglory,  but  for  real  benefit  to 
the  race.  In  company  with  his  teacher 
he  fought  in  many  battles  and,  in  mid- 
dle life,  entered  the  service  of  Cyrus 
the  Younger.  After  the  death  of  Cy- 
rus, Xenophon  was  one  of  the  five 
commanders  chosen  to  control  the 
army,  and  by  great  prudence  and 
firmness  he  brought  the  soldiers  safe 
home  from  many  dangers.  He  relates 
the  story  of  this  in  his  Anabasis,  which 
is  now  always  given  to  young  Greek 
students,  to  puzzle  their  brains. 

Later  in  life  he  joined  the  King  of 
Sparta,  in  order  to  fight  under  his 
banners.  The  Athenians  brought  pub- 
lic accusations  against  him,  but  the 
Spartans  took  him  under  their  care, 
giving  him  an  entire  town  over  which 
to  rule.  Here  he  remained  until  his 
death,  in  his  ninetieth  year. 

Xenophon  has  been  called  the  Attic 
bee,  on  account  of  the  sweetness  and 
grace  of  his  language;  and  to  students, 
he  seemed  well  named,  since  after 
translating  a  passage  of  his  works,  one 
feels  as  if  a  bee  had  stung  him,  es- 
pecially if  his  rendering  of  it  is  de- 
clared incorrect. 

The  "Cyropredia"  or  "Education  of 
Cyrus"  is  one  of  his  most  noted  books, 


its  chief  charm  being  in  the  fact  that  it 
was  the  first  historical  romance. ^Cyrus 
is  represented  as  the  embodiment  of 
all  that  is  great  and  noble. 

The  most  useful  treatise  of  Xeno- 
phon is  that  "On  the  Knowledge  of 
Horses,"  in  which  he  portrays  the 
marks  of  a  good  horse  What  wonder- 
ful versatility  the  man  had!  for  in  ad- 
dition to  being  a  philosopher,  general, 
and  historian,  he  posed  as  a  veterinary 
surgeon  and  a  jockey.

A  crowd  of  a  thousand  persons  wit- 
nessed the  contest  between  the  Lake 
Forest  Cad  and  Elgin  High  School 
football  teams  at  the  King  Park,  Elgin, 
on  Thanksgiving.  Elgin  went  down  be- 
fore superior  weight  and  there  was  no 
doubt  from  the  first  who  would  win. 
Had  it  not  been  for  an  unfortunate 
play  the  Cads  would  have  scored  a 
second  time  in  the  first  half.  Elgin 
won  the  toss  and  on  the  kick  off  ad- 
vanced ten  yards.  By  repeated  plays 
they  forced  the  ball  up  to  the  center 
of  the  field  where  they  lost  on  downs. 
The  Cads  then  began  a  straight  march 
toward  their  goal,  but  they  too  lost  the 
ball  near  Elgin's  goal.

THE  MOVEMENT  AT  PRINCE- 
TON AGAINST  HAZING. 

The  Sophomore  Class  at  Princeton 
have  passed  resolutions  abolishing 
hazing.  At  a  former  meeting  there 
had  been  considerable  discussion  as  to 
what  class  distinctions  there  should  be 
and  how  maintained  if  hazing  were 
abolished,  denning  the  same  as  any 
intimidation  of  the  Freshmen  caught 
violating  any  college  custom. 

The  resolutions  then  go  on  to  out- 
line the  privileges  of  the  upper  classes, 
such  as  wearing  the  college  colors, 
golf,  duck  or  crash  trousers,  sitting  in 
the  'Varsity  grand  stand,  snowballing, 
etc.,  and  privileges  which  have  come 
down  from  former  years  and  have  been 
denied  the  Freshmen. 

These  resolutions  are  not  binding 
upon  them  unless  the  Faculty  return 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  to  those 
members  of  the  class  who  have  been 
suspended  for  hazing,  and  close  all 
action  of  such  kind  against  any  men 
still  in  college.  If  all  the  suspended 
and  expelled  men  have  not  been  re- 
turned to  college  by  November  11, 
these  resolutions  will  not  be  valid. — 
Peiinsylvaniati. 


TENNYSON'S  "SUPPOSED  CON- 
FESSIONS." 

In  his  poem,  "The  Supposed  Con- 
fessions of  a  Second-rate  Sensitive 
Mind,"  Tennyson  has  depicted  a  doubt- 
ing, vacillating  mind,  alternating  be- 
tween moods  of  trust  and  distrust  and 
driven  almost  to  despair  because  of  its 
inability  to  secure   rest  and  calmness. 

The  character  is  represented  as 
speaking  to  himself,  without  thought 
or  regard  for  the  outside  world.  In  a 
mood  of  intense  passion-  he  argues 
with  himself,  at  one  moment  having 
faith  in  faith  and  at  the  next  faith  in 
doubt  and  finaliy  reaching  the  conclu- 


sion that  there  is  nothing  he  can  grasp 
with  firm  hand  and  to  which  he  can 
trustingly  cling. 

It  is  a  disputed  question  whether  or 
not  this  poem  is  autobiographical,  but 
it  is  very  probable  that  it  is.  Tenny- 
son is  known  to  have  been  doubtful  in 
regard  to  matters  of  religion.  Re- 
ligious questions  were  brought  up  in 
the  circle  to  which  he  belonged — and 
there  was  probably  considerable  dis- 
cussion about  them.  The  poem  is  not 
artificial,  which  fact  would  also  lead 
one  to  believe  that  it  is  autobiographi- 
cal.

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A  GLIMPSE  INTO  THE  HISTORY 
OF  GLOVES. 

It  is  not  known  where  gloves  origi- 
nated, but  they  have  been  in  use  since 
several  thousand  years  before  Christ, 
as  is  shown  by  inscriptions  on  the 
walls  of  ancient  Egyptian  temples. 

They  are  referred  to  in  the  Bible  as 
shoes  and  mention  is  made  of  them  in 
histories  of  Greece,  Persia,  Rome  and 
Carthage.  Before  the  time  of  forks 
and  spoons,  Roman  epicures  wore 
gloves  more  than  others. 

Gloves  were  prominent  during  the 
days  of  chivalry,  the  challenge  to  com- 
bat being  made  by  hurling  one  at  the 
feet  of  the  adversary  and  the  accept- 
ance was  shown  by  picking  it  up. 

In  medieval  times  when  few  could 
write  and  deeds  and  legal  papers  were 
rare,  contracts,  though  oral,  were  made 
binding  by  the  exchange  of  gloves. 
Bishops  were  placed  in  possession  of 
their  sees,  by  the  receipt  of  gloves 
from  the  king,  and  for  centuries  the 
sign  of  inviolable  good  faith  was  the 
exchange  or  receipt. of  gloves. 

In  the  Elizabethan  period  in  Eng- 
land, it  was  customary  to  distribute 
gloves  to  the  guests  of  honor  at  a 
wedding,  and  they  played  the  impor- 
tant part  in  courtships  and  bethrothals. 


THE  NEW  WOMAN. 

The  time  has  come  when  people  cease 
to  hold  up  their  hands  in  horror  at  the 
mention  of  the  new  woman,  for  she  no 
longer  brings  to  our  mind  a  picture  of 
a  mannishly  dressed  woman  who  never 
does  anything  in  particular  except 
boast  of  her  freedom  from  skirts  and 
other  trammels.

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THE  COMMENCEMENT  BULLETIN    PRIZE   DEBATE. 


One  of  the  things  most  to  be  re- 
gretted in  connection  with  the  uni- 
versity in  the  last  few  years  has  been 
the  decline  of  interest  in  the  literary 
societies.  In  the  past  two  years  there 
has  been  none  of  the  society  enthu- 
siasm and  friendly  rivalry  which 
marked  the  life  of  the  societies  in  for- 
mer years.  Realizing  this  fact  the 
Commencement  Bulletin  Publishing 
Company,  desiring  to  arouse  some  of 
the  old-time  enthusiasm,  have  offered 
two  gold  medals  for  the  two  best  de- 
baters among  the  literary  societies  of 
the  college.  This  offer  has  been 
known  to  many  of  the  students  for 
some  time  and  a  short  time  ago  the 
Bulletin  Company  made  the  following 
announcement,  defining  the  conditions 
of  the  contest: 

"As  a  token  of  appreciation  of  the 
support  given  it  in  the  past  six  years 
by  the  faculty  and  students,  The  Com- 
mencement Bulletin  desires  to  offer  to 
the  three  literary  societies  of  the  col- 
lege, Aletheian,  Zeta  Epsilon  and 
Athenaean,  two  gold  medals  of  the 
value  of  $40  and  $35  respectively,  for 
excellence  in  debate,  these  medals  to 
be  contested  for  at  a  public  debate  at 
§ome  date  prior  to  the  spring  recess. 
This  offer  has  already  been  made 
known  to  the  societies  and  has  been 
accepted  by  them.  The  conditions  of 
this  contest  are  to  be  as  follows: 

The  subject  shall  be  chosen,  the 
date  arranged  and  judges  selected  by 
the    contestants.       Each    society    shall 


be  represented  by  two  speakers,  one 
supporting  the  affirmative  and  the 
other  supporting  ihe  negative  of  the 
subject  for  debate.  The  speaker 
whose  marking  is  highest  shall  receive 
the  first  medal,  and  the  speaker  whose 
marking  is  second  highest  shall  re- 
ceive the  second  medal.  The  society, 
the  averages  of  whose  speakers,  when 
added,  shall  be  the  highest,  shall  be 
considered  the  victor  over  the  other 
two.  The  contest  shall  be  known  as 
The  Bulletin  -prize  debate  and  the  con- 
testants shall  be  known  as  The  Bulletin 
prize  debaters.

The  medals  offered  by  The  Bulletin 
are  well  worth  working  for,  and  the 
winner  of  the  contest  will  win  a  beau- 
tiful medal  together  with  the  honor  of 
being  the  best  debater  in  the  college. 
That  there  will  be  many  candidates 
for  the  honor  is  shown  by  the  reports 
which  come  from  all  three  societies. 

In  each  society  a  preliminary  con- 
test will  be  held  to  select  the  debaters 
who  will  represent  the  society  in  the 
final  contest.  In  all  the  societies  prep- 
arations have  been  made  for  these 
contests,  and  they  will  be  held  within 
the  next  two  or  three  weeks  in  order 
to  give  the  final  debaters  plenty  of 
time  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
contest,  which    according  to    the    con- 
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ditions  of  the  offer  must  be  held  some 
time  before  the  spring  recess.  All  of 
the  societies  have  among  their  mem- 
bers, students  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  this  line  since  their  en- 
trance into  the  college,  and  the  con- 
test promises  to  be  the  most  interest- 
ing event  of  its  kind  that  has  occurred 
for  many  years.  The  Freshman- 
Sophomore  contest  has  succeeded  in 
bringing  out  much  talent  in  these  two 
classes,  but  when  a  student  passed  in- 
to the  Junior  class  he  had  no  oppor- 
tunity to  display  his  ability.  This 
contest  will    give    the    learned   Junior 


and  Senior  that  opportunity.  The 
Aletheian  society  selected  six  of 
its  members  to  appear  in  the  prelimi- 
nary contest  and  from  these,  the  two 
debaters  will  be  selected.  In  the 
other  two  societies  the  preliminaries 
are  open  to  all  members  and  many 
have  entered  their  names.  The  presi- 
dents and  prominent  members  of  all 
the  societies  have  expressed  their  ap- 
proval of  the  project  and  all  hope  that 
its  object  may  be  obtained,  and  more 
loyalty  and  enthusiasm  may  be  shown 
by  members  of  the  various  societies.

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QUEEN  ELIZABETH'S  TACT. 

No  rule  can  be  correctly  estimated 
at  its  immediate  close.  The  perspec- 
tive of  time  isneeded  to  rightly  view 
a  man's  character,  policy  and  actions. 
At  present  the  Statesmanship  of 
Elizabeth  is  much  better  understood 
than  at  the  close  of  her  reign.  Per- 
haps she  herself  did  not  realize  how 
well  she  builded,  nor  the  great  im- 
portance of  her  policy  on  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  English  nation. 

Henry  had  sown  the  seeds  of  secret 
dissatisfaction  and  open  contention ; 
under  Edward  and  Mary  they  had 
matured,  and  now  the  harvest  was 
ready  for  Henry's  daughter.  The  treas- 
ury was  empty,  and  the  nation  in  debt. 
Trade  was  in  a  languishing  condition, 
and  there  was  war  with  France.  The 
whole  nation  was  stirred  by  religious 
troubles  and  religious  qnarrels.  The 
most  bitter  of  disputes  divided  the  na- 
tion into  factions.  Surely,  if  ever,  the 
times  now  called  for  a  ruler  of  wisdom, 
prudence,  and  caution.  A  statesman 
was  needed  to  weld  into  one  nation 
the  English  people,  unifying  them  in 
devotion  to  a  centralized  government 
And  now  the  girl  Elizabeth  comes  to 
the  throne. 

From  her  father,  Elizabeth  inherited 
her  love  of  popularity  and  of  power  ; 
from  her  mother,  Anne  Boleyn,  the 
love  of  pleasure  and  gayety.  But  un- 
derneath a  light  exterior  lay  a  nature 
as  hard  as  steel,  and  a  spirit  of  relent- 
less will.  In  this  real  Elizabeth  lay  the 
salvation  of  England. 


At  heart,  Elizabeth  was  indifferent 
to  the  religious  questions  which  wers 
agitating  the  minds  of  her  subjects. 
But  prudently  she  concealed  her  at- 
titude, before  her  accession  to  the 
throne.  Probably  her  ideal  would  have 
been  to  maintain  the  Catholic  church, 
but  entirely  separate  from  Romish 
authority.  But  clearly  she  saw  that 
neither  the  Protestant  nor  the  Catholic 
faction  must  be  antagonized  by  any 
decisive  action  on  her  part.  She  pru- 
dently gave  her  people  to  understand 
that  the  existing  church  polity  would 
be  retained  until  it  should  be  changed 
by  Parliament,  and  then  she  quietly 
bent  every  energy  to  secure  a  sub- 
servient House  of  Commons. 

Philip  of  Spain,  left  a  widower  by 
the  death  of  Queen  Mary,  offered  to 
console  himself  with  the  hand  of  Eliz- 
abeth. She  put  him  off,  neither  ac- 
cepting nor  rejecting  him,  well  know- 
ing that  to  accept  him  would  be  to 
array  all  English  Protestantism  against 
herself,  and  to  reject  him  was  to  anta- 
gonize the  Catholics.  She  well  under- 
stood that  marriage  with  Philip  would 
strengthen  her  against  France  and 
Scotland,  but  she  realized,  too,  that  the 
Pope  would  never  grant  the  necessary 
dispensation.  In  opposition  to  the 
Papacy  lay  the  only  safeguard  for  the 
national  independence  she  so  longed 
to  established.  But  had  she  so  of- 
fended Philip  that  he  would  have 
united  his  strength  to  France  and  Scot- 
land, England  could  never  have  stood 
against  the  alliance.    Surely  the  young 
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English  woman  knew  how  to  be  cau- 
tious and  prudent,  and  how  to  play  off 
opposing  forces  against  each  other. 

Elizabeth  took  her  people  into  her 
confidence.  She  strove  to  rally  the 
clashing  forces  around  the  standard  of 
national  independence.  To  do  this, 
she  showed  in  every  way  that  she  de- 
pended on  the  people  and  relied  on 
them  for  support.  She  could  not  have 
chosen  a  wiser  policy.  Appeals  to  any 
other  motives  would  have  aroused  op- 
position. 

But  as  every  truly  great  nature  feels 
its  self-dependence  and  isolation,  so 
Elizabeth  was  alone.  She  had  put  her- 
self in  the  background  when  the  ques- 
tion of  how  best  she  could  serve 
her  people,  arose.  And  having  decided 
that  for  her  to  marry  would  be  opposed 
to  her  subjects'  truest  interests,  she  re- 
solutely kept  her  hard  resolve,  even 
though  she  often  felt  the  loneliness  of 
her  position.  But  with  care  and  cau- 
tion she  chose  her  advisors,  chief  of 
whom  was  Parker,  the  archbishop.  This 
was  a  wise  selection,  for  Parker  was  a 
man  of  good  sense  and  above  all,  mod- 
erate in  his  eclesiastical  polity. 

With  his  aid,  the  Queen,  by  careful 
concessions,  established  firmly  the  pol- 
icy of  the  English  church,  and  freed 
the  nation  from  the  dread  of  a  bitter 
religious  war.  Confidence  in  their  sov- 
ereign made  a  mighty  difference  in  the 
Englighman's  attitude  toward  the 
church.  Even  the  faint  mutterings 
and  murmurs  of  the  extreme  Protest- 
ants were  lost  in  the  outburst  of  gen- 
eral and  national  enthusiasm  awakened 
by  Elizabeth's  popular  moves. 

But  Elizabeth  in  her  anxious  en- 
deavors to  conciliate  all  classes  and  to 
reconcile  foreign  powers  to  England 
orten  over-stepped  the  limits  of  can- 
dor, and  stooped  to  falsehood  and  de- 
ceit. But  of  her  duplicity  it  may  be 
said   that  it  was   never    used    for  per- 


sonal ends.  It  was  always  to  advance 
the  interests  of  her  country,  and  to  do 
just  what  she  deemed  best  for  its  wel- 
fare. 

If  ever  Elizabeth  needed  tact,  pru 
dence,  foresight  and  skill,  it  was  in  her 
relations  with  Mary  Stuart  of  Scotland- 
How  to  treat  this  cousin,  who  constant- 
ly worked  against  her  throne,  taxed 
every  power  of  Elizabeth  to  the  ut- 
most. With  her  customary  foresight, 
she  had  declared  the  succession  neither 
in  favor  of  Mary  the  Cathoiic,  nor 
Catherine  Grey,  the  Protestant.  When 
Mary  besought  Elizabeth  for  aid  in 
the  recovery  of  her  lost  Scottish 
throne,  the  Queen  disliking  to  incur 
blame  for  a  final  decision  on  either 
side,  escaped  from  the  difficulty  by 
leaving  the  matter  to  a  commission. 
In  every  way  Elizabeth  strove  to  put 
off  the  day  when  she  would  be  com- 
pelled to  take  decisive  action  against 
Mary. 

It  was  in  the  frequency  and  pro- 
longation at  such  times  of  inaction  that 
Queen  Elizabeth  showed  her  consu- 
mate  tact.  While  she  had  her  decisions 
firmly  fixed  in  her  own  mind,  she  al- 
ways asked  for  advice  from  her  minis- 
ters, and  strove  to  prepare  and  bend 
the  popular  mind  until  it  was  ready  for 
her  decisions  and  would  sympathize 
with  her  actions. 

But  whatever  faults  may  be  found 
with  her  policy,  her  intrigue,  and  de- 
ceit, we  can  give  Elizabeth  nothing 
but  admiration  for  the  prudence  and 
tact  which  kept  the  nation  at  peace 
while  all  Europe  was  at  war,  fostering 
thus,  the  arts  of  peace  and  developing 
the  internal  resources  and  the  life  of 
the  nation,  until  Elizabeth's  is  rightly 
:alled  "  The  Golden  Age  of  English 
History."

DAY  OF  PRAYER.

Rev.  McCaughan  took  as  the  sub- 
j'uct  of  his  discourse  "Prayer".

Among  many  other  things  he  said: 
"Prayer  is  love  and  we  look  upon 
prayer  as  asking  for  the  things  we 
want  and  nothing  asks  so  much  as 
love.

He  liveth  best  who 
loveth  best.  Prayer  is  not  the  out- 
come of  one  thing  but  many  things. 
It  is  not  composed  of  one  element,  but 


all  elements.  All  our  prayers  are 
imperfect  but  Jesus  Christ  maketh  in 
tercession  for  us.  He  takes  the  pray- 
er we  pray  and  eliminates  all  that  is 
worldly  and  imperfect.  Just  as  the 
child  who  goes  out  and  picks  flowers 
and  weeds  and  mixes  them  all  togeth- 
er and  brings  them  to  the  mother. 
The  mother  does  not  scold  the 
child  because  the  child  does  not  know 
any  better;  but  she  takes  the  bunch 
and  picks  out  the  weeds  and  throws 
them  away.  Then  she  arranges  the 
flowers  into  a  beautiful  bouquet.  So 
Jesus  Christ  takes  our  prayers  and  picks 
out  all  that  is  contrary  to  God's  will 
and  so  makes  it  acceptable  in  His  sight. 
Then  he  presents  the  prayer  to  God. 
No  man  can  pray  for  another  as  well 
as  that  man  can  pray  for  himself.  The 
old  world  changes  but  man  changes 
not.  He  is  the  same  today  he  was 
years  ago.  He  needs  to  pray  and  he 
needs  our  prayers. 

We  can  not  get  enough  love  of 
of  those  in  love,  when  the  relation  is 
what  it  should  be.  We  must  bring 
ourselves  into  closer  harmony  with 
God."

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EXCHANGES. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  of 
the  University  of  Minnesota  recently 
indulged  in  a  spelling  match,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  went  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Minnesota-Chicago  de- 
bate. 

The  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  the 
Columbia  University  Law  School  have 
adopted  a  resolution  converting  the 
law  school  into  a  purely  graduate  de- 
partment, by  limiting  admission  to  the 
school  to  college  graduates. 

There  has  long  been  complaint  that 
the  law  profession  is  overcrowded,  and 
that  a  great  many  lawyers  are  incom- 
petent. To  limit  the  number  of  new 
lawyers  and  to  make  them  thourough- 
ly  equipped  for  their  life  work  have 
been  objects  for  which  the  leaders 
have  striven. 

The  law  Faculty  and  the  Trustees 
believe  that  the  superior  attractiveness 
of  a  school  open  only  to  college  grad- 
uates, and  capable,  therefore,  of  doing 
the  highest  grade  of  work,  will  more 
than  counter-balance  the  loss  of  dimin- 
ishing percentage  of  non-graduate  stu- 
dents. 

In  order  to  develop  kickers  for  the 
Pennsylvania  foot  ball  teams  of  the 
future,  an  annual  kicking,  punting  and 
driving  contest  was  yesterday  ar- 
ranged, the  first  contests  to  take  place 
during  the  coming  spring  at  Franklin 
Field.  As  a  prize  for  the  winner  a 
$100  solid  silver  challenge  cup  is  pre- 
sented by  several  Pennsylvania  gradu- 
ates, chief  among  whom  is  Dr.  J. 
William  White.  The  cup  was  purchased 
at  John  Wanamaker's,  and  is  a  beau- 


tiful solid  silver  loving  cup,  upon  the 
faces  of  which  are  inscribed  elegantly 
chased  pictures  of  foot  ball  scenes.  On 
the  third  face  is  inscribed  "Presented 
to  the  undergraduates  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  contested 
for  in  punting,  place  kicking  and  driv- 
ing contest."  It  is  a  perpetual  chal- 
lenge cup  and  belongs  for  each  year  to 
the  Pennsylvania  man  who  can  surpass 
all  others  in  all-round  kicking  and 
handling  a  foot  ball.  The  method  of 
determining  the  winner  is  by  a  set  of 
elaborate  rules  recently  framed  by 
Coach  Woodruff. — Pennsylvanian.

PROF.  BURNAP  AT  LAKE  VIEW 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Several  thousand  persons  listened 
to  the  opening  lecture  of  the  second 
se.ries  of  lectures  provided  for  the  in- 
struction and  entertainment  of  the 
people  by  the  Chicago  Record  and 
some  of  the  educational  institutions 
about  Chicago.  The  halls  where  lec- 
tures were  given  were  filled  to  over- 
flowing. In  two  or  three  cases  even 
standing  room  was  occupied.  Per- 
haps the  largest  crowd  listened  to 
Prof.  Burnap  at  the  Lake  View  High 
School.  Of  his  lecture  the  Chicago 
Record  has  in  part  the  following  to 
say:  "The  audience  listened  with 
closest  attention  to  the  lecture  on  '  The 
Rivalry  Between  Prussia  and  Austria 
for  Supremacy  Within  Germany,' 
given  by  Prof.  W.  L.  Burnap  of  Lake 
Forest  University.  The  Misses  Wood, 
Davies  and  Sickles,  students  at  the 
university,  came  with  Prof.  Burnap 
and  sung  college  glees  and  comic 
songs  while  he  rested  between  the 
parts  of  his  lecture. 

Prof.  Burnap  cited  a  few  of  the  sal- 
ient features  in  the  history  of  the  Ger- 
man people;  then  spoke  of  their  com- 
plex political  institution  known  as  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire  of  the  German 
nation,  and  showed  how  the  political 
units  of  which  it  was  composed  gained 
independence  at  the  expense  of  the 
central  authority,  until  Germany  was 
split  up  into  many  practically  inde- 
pendent states.  Finally  he  sketched 
the  rise  and  development  of  Austria 
and  Prussia,  the  two  leading  powers 
within  the  empire,  leading  up  to  the 
armed  conflict  between  Frederick  the 
Great  and  Maria  Theresa.

The  programme  delivered  before

dall    was  appropriate,  as  at  present,  the

The  second  number,  '"  The  Colonial 
Systems  of  European  Nations,"  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  Caron.  The  subject 
was  timely  and  of  interest,  and  the 
speaker  easily  held  the  attention  of  his 
audience  in  describing  some  of  the 
systems  of  colonial  administration. 

In  treating  "The  Government  of 
Our  Territories,"  Mr.  C.  A.  Stanley 
presented  the  three  possible  forms  of 
government  of  our  new  possessions, — 
military,  territorial,  and  provincial. 
Examples  of  each  were  cited  and  their 
appropriateness  discussed. 

In  debating  the  question,  "Should 
the  United  States  Pension  Its  Injured 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  ?"  the  affirmative 
was  ably  supported  by  Mr.  G.  W. 
Dowrie  in  a  speech  bordering  on  the 
eloquent,  and  showing  a  carefulness  of 
preparation  quite  foreign  to  his  natur- 
al inclination.  Point  after  point  was 
brought  forth  in  dazzling  array,  till  it 
seemed  that  rebuttal  on  the  part  of  the 
negative  would  be  utterly  vain. 
But  the  supporter  of  the  negative, 
H.  B.  Willis  proved  himself  fully  equal 
to  the  occasion.  With  cold,  deliberate 
logic,  he  assailed  the  seemingly  insur- 
mountable barriers  of  argument  which 
his  opponent  had  placed  in  his  way, 
and  proved  conclusively  to  his  hearers 
that  this  seemingly  one-sided  question 
was,  rather,  a  dilemma  with  two  fully 
developed  horns.  The  three  minutes 
allowed  the  affirmative  for  rebuttal, 
however,  proved  fatal  to  the  negative 
cause,  and  when  the  decision  of  the 
judges  was  read,  it  was  found  the  af- 
firmative had  won. 

In  the  open  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed, almost  every  member  took 
part,  and  incidentally,  worthy  tribute 
was  paid  to  those  brave  "  Zetes"  who 
left  their  homes  to  fight  for  freedom's 
cause.

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RESCUED  FROM  AN  ICE  FLOE. 

GEORGE  MALLORY  AND  GUY  CARON 

ACADEMY  BOYS  SAYED. 

The  period  of  time  form  4  o'clock 
Sunday  afternoon  until  9  o'clock  Mon- 
day morning,  when  the  news  was  re- 
ceived that  the  two  college  boys,  Guy 
Caron  and  George  Mallory,  had  been 
rescued  from  the  ice,  was  one  long  to 
be  remembered  by  every  student  in 
the  university  as  well  as  every  inhabi- 
tant of  Lake  Forest. 

Sunday  afternoon  eight  academy 
boys,  together  with  two  town  boys, 
the  latter  only  about  ten  years  old, 
skated  far  out  into  the  lake  and  when 
returning,  met  Guy  Caion  and  George 
Mallory  walking  out.  The  academy 
boys,  after  proceeding  some  distance, 
suddenly  discovered  that  the  ice  had 
parted  near  the  shore  and  that  they 
were  adrift  on  a  vast  floe.  This  oc- 
curred at  about  four  o'clock,  and  at 
about  the  same  time  the  plight  of  the 
boys  was  discovered  by  Mrs.  Dudley 
Winston  from  the  home  of  her  father, 
ex-Senator  Charles  B.  Farwell.  Real- 
izing the  imminent  peril  of  the  boys 
if  they  were  not  rescued  before  dark, 
she  immediately  took  steps  to  procure 
assistance. 

Principal  Welch  of  the  academy  was 
informed  of  the  danger  and  he  imme- 
diately telephoned  to  Waukegan  for  a 
tug,  and  also  notified  Highland  Park 
and  the  life-saving  crew  at  Evanston. 
Word  was  received  from  Waukegan 
that  no  tug  could  leave  Waukegan  on 
account  of  the  thick  ice  in   the  harbor.

The  life-saving  crew  from  Evanston 
could  not  arrive  before  dark,  so  the 
fate  of  the  boys  seemed  doubtful. 

The  boys  kept  skating  south  until 
they  arrived  off  Fort  Sheridan,  and  at 
that  point  three  men  from  Highland 
Park,  L.  O.  Van  Piper,  M.  T.  Baker, 
and  Fred  Perryman,  put  out  in  a  row- 
boat  and  rescued  them  a  little  after 
dark. 

Those  who  were  on  the  ice 
were,  William  Welch,  P.  S.  Ter- 
williger,  E.  J.  Tupper,  Darrel 
M'Conaughey,  William  Shedden, 
Ned  Hutchins,  Stuart  Warser  and 
Ralph  Hobbs  of  the  Academy,  Ber- 
nard Masterson  of  Lake  Forest  and 
Edward  Spellman  of  Waukegan.

Fellowships    in    the     American 

School  at  Rome. 

In  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  at  Rome,  three  fellowships  are 
offered  for  1899-1500.  These  are  open 
to  competition  to  all  men  who  have  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
from  any  college  or  university  of  this 
country.  One  of  these  fellowships, 
worth  $600,  is  given  by  the  Archaeo- 
logical Institute  of  America,  and  a 
Fecond,  of  the  same  value,  is  offered 
by  the  managing  committee  of  the 
American  School  at  Rome.  A  num- 
ber of  the  friends  of  the  school  give 
the  third  fellowship,  of  $500,  which  is 
a.varded  to  a  student  of  Christian  Ar- 
chaeology. 

All  candidates  for  these  fellowships 
must  notify  Professor  Minton  Warren, 
of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Balti- 
more, before  Wednesday,  February  1, 
and  also  all  correspondence  on  the 
subject  of  these  fellowships  should  be 
addressed  to  him.  The  examinations 
will  be  held  on  March  14,  15  and  16,  at 
the  American  School  in  Rome  and  at 
any  of  the  universities  and  colleges 
represented  on  the  managing  com- 
mittee.— The  Daily  Princetonian. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Last  week  eight  hundred  volumes 
belonging  to  the  Lake  Forest  public 
library  were  placed  in  the  college  hall. 
Temporary  shelving  has  been  erected 
and  the  books  are  ready  for  inspection. 

This  is  a  tangible  proof  of  the  fact 
that  we  are  to  have  a  public  library  in 
the  city  of  Lake  Forest.  It  is  hoped 
on  the  first  of  May  to  move  into  the 
new  room  generously  provided  by  the 
city  council  in  the  new  City  Hall  on 
the  west  side.  Until  that  time  no 
books  will  be  circulated,  as  the  libra- 
rarian  in  charge  is  fully  occupied  in 
classifying,  labeling,  and  cataloging 
the  books. 

This  is  to  be  a  fine  public  library 
and  it  is  hoped  all  will  feel  an  interest 
in  its  support  and  a  desire  to  make  use 
of  its  resources. 

In  buying,  the  book  committee  has 
purchased  most  largely  on  the  lines  of 
fiction,  children's  books  and  biography. 
Some  history,  essay  and  poetry  have 
been  bought  and  it  is  desired  to  add 
books  on  these  and  other  lines  as  the 
library  grows.  The  intention  is  to 
keep  the  best  popular  books  that  peo- 
ple read  and  consult. 

The  board  also  is  planning  to  main- 
tain a  reading  room  in  connection  with 
the  library.  A  large  number  of  per- 
iodicals both  current  and  back  num- 
bers have  been  promised  to  the  library, 
in  some  cases  already  donated,  and 
when  the  library  is  opened  to  the  pub- 
lic others  will  doubtless  be  taken  on 
subscription.

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TENNYSON'S  CHANGE  OF  ATTITUDE  TOWARD  THE    PICTORIAI

something  to  be  acquired.  His  first 
verses  were  poor  attempts  at  poetry 
and  he  had  to  work  steadily  at  it  for 
years  before  he  achieved  success.  Fi- 
nally, however,  after  persevering  effort, 
he  made  himself  famous  by  the  pro- 
duction of  some  line  works  among 
which  are  included  "Ulysses,"  "Break, 
Break,  Break"  and  "In  Memoriam," 
showing  to  the  world  what  a  mind  can 
create  within  itself  which  is  naturally 
of  little  poetic  instinct.  So  it  is  interest- 
ing to  notice  how  Tennyson's  point  of 
view  in  regard  to  the  pictorial  element, 
changes  from  one  to  another  of  flu: 
earlier  periods. 

In  the  poems  of  the  first  period  the 
pictorial  element  has  a  large  place. 
One  half  of  the  pieces  are  almost  en- 
tirely descriptive.  They  are  pictures 
of  outer  life  and  especially  of  the 
country.  Here  Tennyson  does  not 
present  nature  simply  for  the  sake  of 
picturing  it  but  as  an    appropriate    set- 


at  night  with  but  one  figure  in  the 
foreground. 

Tennyson's  dealing  with  persons  or 
things  is  "  essentially  objective.  lie 
does  not  enter  into  his  descriptions  as 
one  personally  interested  in  them  but 
looks  at  them  from  a  distance,  coldiy 
and  in  a  scholarly  manner.  This  is 
shown  in  the  poems  of  the  picture- 
gallery. 

In  the  second  period  there  is  a 
marked  change.  In  the  majority  of 
poems  nature  description  is  subordi- 
nate to  the  other  elements  of  poetry. 
Here  Tennyson  does  not  make  art  his 
most  important  field  but  spends  his 
efforts  more  particularly  in  the  realm 
of  thought.  This  is  shown  in  the 
"Palace  of  Art"  which  though  pictorial 
is  particularly  characterized  by  the 
thought,  -that  of  a  soul  struggling  be- 
tween the  higher  life  and  the  sen- 
suous. 

Where  nature  is  presented  in  the 
poems  of  this  period  the  scenes  are 
usually  lonely  as  before  but  are  not  so

adornments  to  the  deeper  elements  of 
thought. 

In  the  poems  of  1842  a  still  greater 
change  can  be  noted.  There  are  no 
distinctly  descriptive  pieces.  The 
characteristic  of  this  period  is  as  in  the 
second,  that  of  thought;  but  here  the 
thought  is  deeper  and  more  profound. 
The  poet  is  dealing  with  life  and 
brings  nature  in  only  to  make  the 
thought  more  distinct.  The  "Two 
Voices"  is  a  good  example  of  this  fact. 

So  the  third  period  shows  an  ad- 
vance upon  the  first  and  second  in  that 
Tennyson  has  learned  that  nature  de- 
scription is  not  the  realm  in  which  he 
may  excel.  Hence  he  has  turned  pri- 
marily to  thought  and  secondarily  to 
constructive  imagination  and  here  has 
been  able  to  produce  poems  far  in  ad- 
vance of  his  earlier  ones.

"Legend  is  the  poetry  of  history,  in 
which  the  character  and  ideals  of  a 
people  are  preserved  and  by  which 
they  are  formed.

Holt,  which  occurred  Feb.  25,  was  sad 
to  both  faculty  and  students  and  to  all 
who  knew  him.  Although  of  late 
years  he  had  not  been  enjoying  good 
health,  his  death   was    unexpected    and 


followed  that  vocation  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life.  After  several 
other  highly  successful  business  ven- 
tures, the  Holt  Lumber  Company  was 
formed  with  D.  R.  Holt,  president. 
Since  the  incorporation  of  the  com- 
pany   Mr.   Holt    practically    had    been

came  as  a  great  surprise  to  his  rela- 
tives and  friends. 

Before  1861,  Mr.  Holt  lived  in  Chi- 
cago, and  he  witnessed  the  growth  of 
that  city  from  a  small  hamlet  to  the 
second  city  of  the  continent,  but  at 
that  date  he  moved  to  Lake  Forest 
and    has  since  made  this  city  his  home. 

Mr.  Ilolt  was  born  in  Watertown, 
N.  Y.,  Dec.  27,  1825,  and  came  west 
when  he  was  20  years  old.  After  en- 
gaging in  the  occupation  of  an  Indian 
trader  for  some  time,  he  entered  the 
lumber  business  at  the  age    of  24,    and

retired  from  active  business  life,  al- 
though he  still  went  to  his  office  every 
day  and  gave  advice  and  assistance. 
He  was  still  president  of  the  company 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Holt  was  a  long,  fast  and  loving 
friend  of  the  University,  and  he  al- 
ways  had  the  interests  of  the  institu- 
tion at  heart,  lie  was  one  of  the  pro- 
moters and  organizers  of  Lake  Forest 
University,  and  a  member  of  the  orig- 
inal board  of  trustees  of  the  Lake  For- 
est Association,  which  came  into  ex- 
istence in  1856,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
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chasing  land  and  taking  action,  with 
reference  to  creating  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  University.  His  name 
is  the  last  to  disappear  by  death  from 
the  original  board  of  twenty  trustees. 
He  was  a  constant  contributer  to 
the  support  of  the  educational  work 
here,  and  he  will  be  remembered  in 
years  to  come  as  one  of  the  most 
faithful  friends  that  the  University 
ever  possessed.  He  had  the  deepest 
interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  in- 
dividuals, and  the  church  life  was  very 
dear  to  him.  He  was  an  elder  of  the 
Lake  Forest  Church  and  also  was  an 
elder  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Chicago.  He  was  active  in 
the  Sunday  school,  in  which  for  years 
he  taught  a  class  of  young  women  stu- 
dents of  Ferry  Hall.  Mr.  Holt  made 
the  first  subscription  that  rendered 
possible  the  building  of  the  Lake  For- 
est Church  and  the  Manse. 

The  widow,  three  sons  and  two 
daughters  survive  Mr.  Holt.  George 
H.  Holt,  the  eldest  son,  is  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Holt  Lumber  Company, 
W.  Arthur  Holt  is  treasurer  and 
Charles  S.  Holt  is  secretary.  The  last- 
named  also  is  a  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Williams,  Holt  &  Wheeler. 
The  daughters  are  Mrs.  Arthur  D. 
Wheeler  and  Miss  Nellie  Holt.  George 
H.  Holt  lives  at  Lake  Forest  at  the 
family  home,  Charles  S.  Holt  and  Mrs. 
Wheeler  live  in  Chicago,  and  Arthur 
Holt  has  charge  of  the  lumber  com- 
pany's affairs  at  Oconto,  Wis.,  and 
makes  that  city-  his  home  most  of  the 
time. 

The  funeral  was  held  Feb.  28,  3  p.  m., 
at  the  Lake  Forest  Church.  The  Uni- 
versity sessions  were  suspended  during 
the  funeral  which  the  students  attended 
in  a  body.

TURE. 

Assemblv  halls  in  the  Chicago 
schools  selected  as  centers  for  the  free 
lecture  courses  were  filled  Feb.  24, 
with  audiences  anxious  to  hear  the 
fourth  lectures  of  the  series. 

Before  the  lecture  on  "Rudyard 
Kipling  and  His  Works",  by  Professor 
Walter  R.  Bridgman,  at  the  Mcdill 
school,  Miss  Abbie  Davies  sung  the 
poet's  "Mandalay",  "Soldier,  Soldier" 
and  "Fuzzy  Wuzzy",  and  Mr.  Howard 
D.  French  read  "The  Ballad  of  the 
King's  Jest."  At  the  close  of  the  lec- 
ture a  quartet  made  up  of  Misses 
Abbie  Davies  and  Jean  Wood  and 
Messrs  John  Rice  and  Howard  D. 
F'rench,  sung  Reginald  de  Koven's 
setting  of  the  "Recessional."  Of  Pro- 
fessor Bridgman's  lecture,  The  Record 
said  in  part: 

"In  the  stud}-  of  literature  it  makes 
little  difference  whether  what  we  study 
is  of  this  country  or  another,  ancient 
or  modern,  if  it  is  good  literature,  and 
if  our  stud}'  is  thorough — from  Homer 
to  Browning  is  a  good  rule;  from 
Howells  or  Kipling  to  Homer  is  per- 
haps a  more  poetical  rule  for  most  of 
us.  In  the  public  schools  especially 
the  close  and  extended  study  of  two 
or  three  of  the  most  modern  and  least 
foreign  authors  who  have  ranee  and 
literary  merit  would  seem  to  be  the 
best  approach  to  literature  and  to  life. 
Let  Col.  Newcome  and  Anna  Kare- 
nina  and  Sam  Weller  and  Mulvaney 
be  as  familiar  to  us  as  our  neighbors; 
they  will  always  be  ready  to  talk  to  us, 
and  it  is  probable  that  if  we  know 
these  well  we  shall  recognize  and  un- 
derstand Helen  of  Troy  and  Falstaff  if 
wc  fall  in  with  them.

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We  are  glad  to  note  the  hard  word 
on  the  part  of  the  musical  clubs. 
Halsey  Hall  rings  from  morning  until 
night  with  strains  from  banjo  and  man- 
dolin which  are  highly  entertaining, 
but  would  it  not  be  well  for  the  mu- 
sicians to  refrain  from  practice  during 
study  hours?  While  the  music  is 
pleasing,  it  is  not  conducive  to  the 
best  results  in  digging  out  Greek 
roots  or  mastering  the  Binomial 
Theorem. 

A  contest  between  the  two  antag- 
onistic classes  of  the  college  and  no 
exhibition  of  class  spirit  is  certainly 
an  unusual  event.  Only  the  quiet  and 
peaceful  decorations  over  the  stage 
indicated  that  class  spirit  was  not  dead 
but  fast  asleep.  The  absence  of  the 
class  yell  which  has  become  so  well  es- 
tablished and  is  so  typical  of  the 
classes  of  all  institutions  with  any 
claim  to  traditions,  made  it  difficult  for 
a  person  to  realize  he  was  attending   a 


college  function.  Wake  up  ye  fresh- 
men and  wise  ones.  If  you  have  no 
traditions,  establish  some.  Let  us  do 
what  we  can  to  lift  our  institution  out 
of  the  air  of  a  high  school  in  the  mat- 
ter of  traditions  into  that  of  the  sub- 
stantial college  where  she  belongs. 

The  recent  declamatory  contest 
which  gave  such  evidence  of  success- 
fid  training  in  subduing  awkward 
limbs  and  unruly-tongues,  suggests 
to  the  student  mind,  what  is  the  value 
of  all  this  pains-taking  labor?  Ever 
since  such  a  contest  was  instituted  it 
has  not  lacked  enemies  who  have  been 
ever  ready  to  be-little  its  supposed 
value  and  to  magnify  its  defects.  It 
is  claimed  that  it  fosters  a  spirit  of 
selfish  competition,  breeding  self  con- 
ceit in  the  winner  and  bitterness  in 
the  defeated.  We  admit  that  the 
value  of  the  contest  depends  largely 
upon  the  character  of  the  student  par- 
ticipating. However  this  may  be,  it 
affords  him  a  most  excellent  oppor- 
tunity in  the  practice  of  oral  expres- 
sion. So  often  the  student  does  not 
consider  as  essential  the  power  to  ex- 
press himself  before  an  audience  and, 
should  he  ever  be  placed  in  a  position 
where  he  must  appear  in,  public,  he  is 
willing  to  trust  to  natural  abilitiy  or 
opportunities  for  training  which  ma}' 
present  themselves  at  the  time.  So 
he  is  satisfied  to  neglect  elocution  and 
when  speakers  are  desired,  this  careless 
student  is  pushed  aside  to  make  room 
for  others  or,  if  called  upon,  blunders 
through  his  part,  since  he  is  without 
training,  without  time  to  train  and  past 
that  peroid  o(  life  when  natural  ability 
is  readily  developed.  Every  good 
thing  is  subject  to  abuse,  the  declama- 
tory contest  not  excepted.  However 
we  must  conclude  that  in  general  it  is 
a  means  of  discipline  in  several  direc- 
tions and  an  important  institution  in 
college  life.

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STANLEY  ON  "ARTIFICIAL  DREAMS/' 


Science,  Feb.  17,  contains  an  interest- 
ing article,  "Artificial  Dreams,"  by 
Professor  Hiram  M.  Stanley. 

The  article  in  part  is  as  follows: 

"Maury  and  some  others  have,  to  a 
certain  extent,  experimented  on  artifi- 
cial dreams,  but,  at  my  instance,  my 
students,  Messrs.  R.  J.  L.  Matthews  and 
Ralsa  Morley,  undertook  a  series  of 
experiments  which  may  have  some 
value  in  further  illustrating  the  subject 
and  pointing  the  way  to  further  work. 
The  method  employed  was  for  the  one 
at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning  to 
stimulate  sensation  in  the  other  for  a 
brief  period,  often  30  seconds,  and  then 
waken  the  dreamer,  who  at  once 
recorded  the  dream.  In  general,  the 
dreamer  did  not  know  beforehand  what 
stimulus  was  to  be  applied. 

"The  olfactory  element  in  dreams  be- 
ing little  recorded  by  experimenters, 
particular  attention  was  paid  to  this 
point.  Smell  was  slightly  stimulated 
with  heliotrope,  and  visual  images 
mostly  resulted,  but  in  ten  cases  the 
dream  was  also  olfactory,  twice  the 
dream  being  of  a  bunch  of  violets  and 
of  smelling  them.  In  a  very  strong 
stimulation  of  heliotrope  the  dream 
was  of  being  choked  with  smell  of  per- 
fume. This  dream  was  in  its  early  part 
composed  of  remarkable  and  vivid  vis" 
ual  images.  The  dreamer  flew  on  an 
air-ship  through  a  snowstorm,  and  then 
over  a  country  covered  with  white 
enamel     and    filled     with    white    ele- 


phants, one  of  which  pulled  down  the 
airship  but  soon  released  it,  and  then 
the  whole  herd  flew  off  'like  so  many 
butterflies.'  This  imagery  has  the  char- 
acteristic quality  of  opium  dreams. 

"In  taste  stimulation  by  salt  and  wa- 
ter there  was  a  dream  of  eating  olives. 

"  In  stimulating  hearing  repeatedly 
with  a  middle  C  tuning  fork,  within 
an  interval  of  two  weeks,  a  visual-audi- 
tory dream  was  repeated  in  every 
detail.  A  fork  in  a  lower  octave  gave 
dream  of  hearing  a  fog  horn,  but  no 
visual  image.  Another  time  it  was  the 
roar  of  a  lion,  but  no  visual  image. 

"  The  record  gives  for  temperature 
stimulation  two  pure  temperature 
dreams,  and  three  visual  and  tempera- 
ture; for  pressure  stimulation  two  visual 
and  pressure;  for  smell  stimulation  one 
pure  smell  and  six  pure  visual  and  ten 
visual  and  olfactory;  for  hearing  stimu- 
lation seven  pure  auditory,  six  visual 
and  auditory. 

"These  reports  suggest  that  artificial 
dreams  may  be  divided  into  three 
classes:  First,  the  simple  dream,  where 
the  stimulus  is  removed  at  the  least 
sign  of  reaction,  and  the  consequent 
dream  is  usually  vague  and  momentary; 
second,  the  cumulative  dream,  where 
the  stimulus  is  continued  and  made  to 
increase  to  even  the  highest  point  of 
excitation,  and  the  dream  has  a  definite 
intensifying  development  till  the 
waking  point.  (An  interesting  dream 
would     probably     be    produced   by    a 
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metronome  brought  nearer  and  near- 
er, either  directly  or  through  a  tube 
connected  with  the  dreamer's  ear.)  The 
third-class  is  the  complex  dream  which 
may  be  determined  by  different  kinds 
of  stimuli  successively  applied.  These 
reports  also  suggest  a  practical  matter 
that  those  who  find  dream  pleasures  a 
necessity,  as  the  opium  eater,  might  ob- 
tain a  large  measure  of  such  pleasures 
by  perfume  and  other  stimuli  which  do 
not  leave  unhealthy  reactions. 

"Maury  makes  the  'embryogeny  of  the 
dream  '  to  consist  in  hypnagogic  hallu- 
cination,' that  is,  in  the  stage  of  waking 
just  previous  to    sleep  visual  and  audi- 


tory hallucinations  occur  which  are 
carried  into  sleep,  but  it  appears  to  me 
that  he  lays  much  too  great  stress  on 
that  point.  I  noticed  the  other  morn- 
ing during  a  succession  of  cat-naps  that 
the  formation  was  not  in  any  wise  hal- 
lucinatory. Awaking  for  a  few  seconds 
I  thought  of  dressing,  and  had  the 
images  of  the  process  but  not  hallu- 
cinatory, but  knowing  them  to  be  ideas 
to  be  realized,  but  the  senses  quickly 
falling  asleep,  these  images  constituted 
a  dream  reality;  I  was  really  dressing. 
Very  commonly  our  last  waking  thoughts 
turn  into  dreams  without  any  hallucin- 
atory stage." 


Alice  Home  is  Finished* 


Before  the  time  contemplated  Lake 
Forest  University  has  opened  its  new 
hospital — Alice  Home — which  is  the 
gift  of  a  woman  who  has  been  a  liberal 
benefactor  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  university.  Mrs.  Henry  C. 
Durand  is  that  woman,  and  this,  her 
latest  gift  to  Lake  Forest,  is  one  for 
which  there  is  need  in  every  college 
community,  as  most  colleges  have  prac- 
tically no  provisions  for  their  sick 
whose  cases  are  too  serious  for  home 
treatment. 

Everyone  at  Lake  Forest,  and  espe- 
cially the  women  of  the  town,  have 
taken  an  interest  in  Alice  Home,  which 
has  been  built  according  to  plans  pre- 
pared by  Frost  &  Granger,  and  which 
stands  on  the  university  grounds  east 
of  the  Durand  Art  Institute,  built  by 
Mr.  Durand,  and  Lois  Hall,  also  a  gift 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durand  and  now  in 
course  of  erection. 

The  hospital  building  is  named  after 
and  built  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Alice  Bur- 
hans,  sister  of  Mrs.  Durand.  The  struc- 
ture is  not  large,  but  it  is  modern  in  all  its 


equipments.  It  is  a  building  of  the  old 
English  style  and  is  two  stories  and  an 
attic  high.  It  is  108  feet  front,  and  the 
central  portion  is  38  feet  square.  There 
are  three  wards,  two  being  in  one-story 
wings  surrounding  the  center  of  the 
hospital,  and  there  is  room  for  eighteen 
patients,  six  in  each  ward.  The  central 
building  contains  reception  and  dining 
rooms,  a  dispensary  and  matron's 
rooms.  On  the  second  floor  is  the  wo- 
man's ward,  a  well-equipped  operating 
room  and  three  private  rooms,  besides 
bath  rooms.  The  south  wing  is  occu- 
pied by  the  men's  ward  and  the  north 
wing,  which  is  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  building,  is  used  as  a  contagious 
ward. 

The  cost  of  building  Alice  Home,  ex- 
clusive of  the  furnishings  and  surgical 
equipment,  is  $6,000.  Mrs.  Dudley  Win- 
ston is  raising  funds  among  residents  of 
Lake  Forest  to  meet  the  running  expen- 
ses of  the  hospital,  and  nearly  all  have 
contributed  liberally.  Among  the  largest 
donations  is  one  by  Marvin  Hughitt, 
while      Cyrus      H.      McCormick      has 
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equipped  the  surgical  room  and  Mrs. 
Durand  has  provided  beds  and  shades. 
The  Women's  Guild  of  Lake  Forest  has 
donated  linen  and  has  been  greatly  in- 
terested in  the  building  of  the  hospital. 
Dr.  A.  C.  Haven,  to  whose  zeal  the  uni- 
versity is  largely  indebted  for  the  con- 
ception of  the  project  of  the  hospital, 
is  still  very  active  in  its  behalf,  and  he, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Farwell  and  Delavan  Smith 
are  the  trustees  of  Alice  Home  and  will 
have  charge  of  its  administration. 
Though  it  is  the  university  hospital, 
should  there  be  cases  for  treatment  in 
the  town  it  maybe  open  to  them.  The 
gift  of  Alice  Home  was  announced  last 
June  and  work  on  it  was  begun  at  once. 


Y.  M.  C.  A.  NOTES. 


The  first  union  meeting  of  the  two 
Christian  Associations  was  held  Sunday 
afternoon,  February  26.  A  large  and 
appreciative  audience  gathered  in  the 
college  chapel  at  4  o'clock  to  hear 
Charles  Petran  of  McCormick  The- 
ological Seminary  talk  on  missions. 
Mr.  Petran  belongs  to  the  missionary 
band  of  the  seminary,  and  expects  to 
enter  the  mission  field  when  he  is  pre- 
pared for  the  work.  Among  other 
things  Mr.  Petran  spoke  of  the  move- 
ment that  is  on  foot  for  a  missionary 
campaign  among  the  various  presby- 
teries of  the  state.  The  plan  is  this: 
College  students  and  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  missionary  work  are  wanted 
to  devote  a  part,  or  all  of  their  summer 
vacation,  in  introducing  missionary 
books  into  the  Sunday-school  libraries; 
to  hold  conferences  with  the  various 
organizations  of  each  church  and  to 
give  several  addresses  in  churches  in 
the  presbyteries  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed. There  is  to  be  aconference  held 
in  Chicago  sometime  in   March   to    aid 


those  who  desire  to  engage  in  this  work 
for  the  summer. 

The  vocal  solos  which  were  sung  by 
Miss  Wilson  and  Rev.  Howard  French 
added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  ser- 
vice. 

There  has  been  a  missionary  band 
formed  in  the  college  with  Rev.  How- 
ard French  as  leader.  The  first  meet- 
ing was  held  February  27  in  the  chapel, 
when  there  were  ten  students  present. 
The  topics  that  will  be  taken  up  will  be 
the  Mormons  and  the  Philippines. 

The  missionary  society  of  Lake  For- 
est has  been  divided  into  six  circles. 
Each  circle  is  to  have  charge  of  two  of 
the  missionary  meetings  at  the  church. 
Mr.  French  decided  to  take  for  his  cir- 
cle college  students  and  so  this  band 
was  organized.  This  circle  will  hold 
meetings  every  two  weeks  in  the  college 
chapel  to  discuss  the  various  topics 
which  have  been  assigned.  It  is  hoped 
a  great  number  of  the  students  will  join 
the  band  so  that  the  college  will  have  a 
good  representation. 

The  prayer  meeting  February  28  was 
led  by  R.  W.  Baldwin,  the  subject  being: 
"Seeking  the  Best  Things."  The  leader 
introduced  the  subject  in  a  manner  that 
showed  careful  preparation  and  fore- 
thought. 

The  interest  in  the  Bible  class  grows 
with  each  meeting.  Topics  bearing  on 
the  study  are  assigned  to  members  of 
the  class,  who  give  the  results  of  their 
investigation  at  the  next  meeting.

The  college  paper 
belongs  distinctly  to  the  students  of 
the  college  it  represents,  and  it  should 
embody  the  best  efforts  of  those  stu- 
dents. There  are  friends  and  alumni 
of  every  college  of  note  who  have 
achieved  distinction  in  literary  lines 
and  public  life,  and  who,  perhaps,  would 
be  willing  to  write  for  the  college  pa- 
per upon  invitation,  but  these  have  an- 
other place  to  express  their  views  and  a 
wider  field  of  usefulness  in  the  broader 


press  of  the  country.  In  so  far  as  it 
can,  the  college  paper  should  represent 
the  best  thought  and  the  best  work  of 
the  institution  as  it  now  exists — not  the 
talent  of  those  who  have  gone  beyond 
its  threshold. 

Since  there  is  but  one  paper  pub- 
lished at  Lake  Forest  throughout  the 
college  year — and  we  do  not  believe  two 
would  be  a  flattering  success — we  are 
forced  to  continue  The  Stentor  as  a 
combination  literary  magazine  and 
newspaper  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
believe  either  one  or  the  other  alone 
would  be  preferable.  Thus  we  make 
no  promises  of  innovations,  yet  are 
presumptuous  enough  to  believe  we 
can  improve  our  paper  in  some  re- 
spects. We  in  the  future  hope,  at  least 
to  get  what  little  news  there  is  cor- 
rectly, and  not  again  suffer  the  chagrin 
of  making  the  same  flagrant  error  as 
the  city  papers,  when,  in  connection 
with  the  recent  ice  floe  notoriety,  they 
stated  the  academy  boys  were  on  the 
ice  with  skates,  a  thing  which  was  con- 
trary to  fact.

LECTURE    AT    ART    INSTITUTE. 


F.  Hopkinson  Smith  gave  an  inter- 
esting lecture  before  a  large  audience 
at  the  Art  Institute  Tuesday  evening, 
Feb.  28  The  occasion  was  one  of  the 
delightful  open  evenings  which  are 
given  occasionally  by  the  Art  Institute 
Club. 

Mr.  Smith  spoke  on  "The  Quality  of 
the  Picturesque,"  and  he  defined  the 
quality  of  the  picturesque  in  a  series  of 
word  pictures,  which  brought  vividly 
before  his  hearers  the  scenes  which  he 
wished  to  portray.  He  showed  that 
the  difference  in  the  laws  of  beauty  and 
of  the  picturesque  is  slight;  that  their 
use  is  kindred  and  it  often  takes  a 
skilled  eye  to  distinguish  them.  His 
portrayal  of  the  Mexican  girl  was  a 
good  il  lust  tat  ion  of  the  subject,  and  this 
was  followed  by  descriptions  of  the 
poets,  and  scenes  in  Venice,  Constanti- 
nople, etc.,  all  of  which  showed  the 
wonderful  descriptive  powers  possessed 
by  Mr.  Smith.

5  IN  LITERARY  SOCIETY  AND  CLUB  £ 

ZETA    EPSILON. 

The  subject  of  the  program  March 
3  was  "Alcoholism."  This  important 
question  of  our  civilization  was  reviewed 
historically,  economically,  ethically, 
scientifically,  and  in  the  discussion,  it 
was  considered  expediently. 

The  numbers  were  usually  well  pre- 
pared, and  the  results  of  the  evening's 
meeting  were  more  than  gratifying. 

The  first  paper  was  a  historical 
sketch — "Alcoholism  among  the  Peo- 
ples of  the  Earth" — by  G.  W.  Caron. 
The  production  was  tediously  long — 
perhaps  necessarily — but  contained  a 
great  deal  of  valuable  information,  and 
must  have  cost  the  author  many  hours 
of  work.  This  was  followed  bya  paper 
by  H.  B.  Willis  on  "Still  and  Brew," 
giving  a  review  of  malt  and  distilled 
liquors,  and  their  use,  and  containing 
accounts  of  the  different  methods  of 
production  of  these  two  classes  of  al- 
coholics, with  statistics  as  to  their  use 
in  the  past,  and  in  our  own  time. 

"The  Saloon,"  an  essay  by  A.  R. 
Willis,  followed.  The  sentiment  of  the 
writer  was  shown  to  be  against  the  li- 
censed saloon  and  public  intemper- 
ance. The  question  was  treated  with 
feeling  and  energy,  and  the  listeners 
could  not  do  otherwise  than  share,  in  a 
measure,  his  sentiments. 

A  paper  on  "Scientific  Temperance" 
was  next  presented  by  W.  J.  Rice,  who 
treated  the  subject  in  an  able  manner, 
adding  materially  to  the  society's  fund 
of  information,  by  giving  it  a  clearer 
nsight    into  the  workings  of   alcohol. 

F.  A.  Crandall's  talk  on  "The  Atti- 
tude  of  the    College  Man    toward  the 
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Liquor  Traffic,"  was  a  direct  appeal  to 
the  best  elements  in  the  nature  of  the 
college  man  to  carefully  guard  himself* 
that  his  influence  in  this  important 
matter  be  thrown  in  the  right  direction. 
The  question,  "Is  it  Right  to  License 
the  Saloon?"  was  discussed  by  R.  D. 
Baldwin  and  C.  A.  Stanley.  Mr.  Bald- 
win, for  the  affirmative,  presented  in  a 
pleasing  manner  several  plausible  ar- 
guments in  favor  of  his  position.  The 
saloons,  he  argued,  although  an  evil  in 
themselves,  should  be  licensed  on  the 
grounds  of  expediency.  Mr.  Stanley, 
with  his  accustomed  ease,  presented  the 
negative  side  of  the  question,  and  with 
illustration  and  anecdote  held  the  at- 
tention of  the  audience  until  the  rap  of 
the  president's  gavel  recalled  him  from 
his  oratorical  flight  to  his  seat  in  the 
audience.  The  decision  of  the  judges 
was  in  favor  of  the  affirmative.

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Lois  Durand  Hall  is  Nearing  Completion, 


From  the  progress  being  made  on 
Lois  Hall,  it  bids  fair  to  be  completed 
by  May  1,  the  time  stated  in  the  con- 
tract. This  new  women's  hall  will  be 
one  of  the  prettiest  and  best  equipped 
college  dormitories  to  be  found  any- 
where. 

Lois  Durand  Hall,  which  will  take 
the  place  of  Mitchell  Hall  as  the  home 
of  the  college  girls,  is  the  gift  of  Henry 
C.  Durand,  president  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  university  and  one  of  the 
most  liberal  benefactors  of  the  same. 
The  gift  of  $30,000  for  the  erection  of 
the  building  was  announced  by  Presi- 
dent James  G.  K.  McClure  at  the  com- 
mencement exercises  last  June,  among 
several  benefactions  which  accompanied 
the  formal  installation  of  the  new  head 
of  the  university.  The  building  is  named 
after  Mr.  Durand's  mother.  Ground 
for  it  was  broken  in  the  fall  and  the 
work  of  construction  has  progressed  rap- 
idly. 

The  new  building  stands  on  the  part 
of  the  college  campus  on  which  is 
the  Durand  Art  Institute,  built  eight 
years  ago  by  Mr.  Durand.  It  is  sepa- 
rated from  the  two  men's  dormitories 
and  from  the  other  college  buddings  by 
one  of  the  many  picturesque  ravines 
that  intersect  Lake  Forest.  The  build- 
ing has  three  stories  and  basement  and 
is  144  feet  long  and  54  feet  deep.  The 
basement  contains  servants'  apartments, 
a  lartre  kitchen  and  storage  rooms.   The 


first  floor  has  a  dining  room  in  one 
wing  and  a  library  in  the  other,  these 
rooms  being  32  by  44  feet.  They  are 
large  and  especially  attractive  and  both 
open  on  spacious  porches  in  front  of  the 
building.  Besides  this  there  are  recep- 
tion rooms,  parlors,  the  offices,  ma- 
trons' rooms  and  a  large  rotunda  on  this 
floor. 

On  the  two  upper  floors  are  rooms 
for  forty  girls,  and  three  plans  are  fol- 
lowed in  the  dormitory.  In  each  of  the 
end  wings  on  each  floor  are  three  com- 
fortable suites,  with  bay  windows,  a 
suite  consisting  of  two  bedrooms  and  a 
study  and  intended  for  two  young  wo- 
men. In  the  central  part  of  the  dormi- 
tory are  rooms  containing  one  closet  and 
intended  for  girls  desiring  to  room 
alone,  and  larger  rooms,  each  having 
two  closets  and  intended  for  two  stu- 
dents. 

Lois  Hall  is  built  of  pressed  brick 
and  stone.  Its  exterior  and  interior 
will  be  about  equally  attractive,  and  its 
situation  is  ideal,  being  along  the 
wooded  ravine,  with  rural  surroundings, 
but  at  the  same  time  within  a  few  rods 
of  the  recitation  buildings,  the  Presby- 
terian church  and  Alice  Home,  the  hos- 
pital given  the  university  by  Mrs. 
Henry  C.  Durand,  and  lately  erected  on 
the  other  side  of  the  Art  Institute.  The 
building  will  be  heated  by  steam  from 
the  university  underground  heating 
plant.     The    plans    for   the    hall    were 
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drawn  by  Frost  and  Granger,  the  archi- 
tects, and  the  contractor  is  P.  F.  Hen- 
dershot.    h  ,  ■,  ,       ,

est will  Havfe  modern  dormitories  for 
the  bo)-s  and  girls  in  the  college  as  well 
as  for  the  students  of  the  academy  and 
Ferry  Hall  Seminary.  But  both  the 
academy  and  seminary  have  so  many 
more  students^  this  year  that  each  needs 
an  additional  building,  and  President 
McClure  is  looking  forward  to  the  ful- 
filling of  these  needs  at  a  date  not  far 
distant.

"Where  are  the  student  rallies,  such  as 
we  had  last  year,  to  increase  enthusiasm 
and  college  spirit?"  This  question  has 
been  heard  a  number  of  times  recently.

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OUR  PROFESSOR'S  LECTURE. 


Professor  M.  Bross  Thomas  lectured 
Friday  night  at  the  J.  Q.  Adams'  high 
school  on  "The  Poetry  of  the  Bible,"  to 
a  large  audience.  Of  his  lecture  The 
Record  said  in  part : 

"The  Bible  contains  the  main  part  of 
the  literature  of  the  Hebrew  race.  If 
we  define  literature  as  Matthew  Arnold 
•denned  it — "the  best  thought  said  in  the 
best  way' — then  we  may  affirm  that 
there  is  no  nobler  literature  than  that  of 
the  Hebrews.  Literature  has  two  main 
forms — prose  and  poetry.  If  you  ex- 
amine the  old  version  of  the  Bible  you 
would  never  suspect  that  there  was  any- 
thing which  had  the  form  of  poetry. 
The  revised  version,  however,  prints 
the  Psalms,  the  Proverbs,  the  most  of 
Job  and  some  other  parts  as  poetry. 
There  is  no  rhythm.  There  is  not  even 
meter.  What,  then,  is  the  peculiar 
form  of  Bible  poetry?  It  is  parallel- 
ism. The  simplest  example  is  found  in 
the  following  lines : 

"  'The  heavens  declare  the  glorv  of  God, 
And  the  firmament  showeth  His  handiwork.' 

"Here  the'  second  line  carries  out, 
but  in  a  varying  form,  the  thought  of 
the  first.  This  is  called  synonymous 
parallelism.  There  are  also  antithetic, 
synthetic  and  climactic  parallelisms- 
Parallelism  may  be  of  two,  three,  four, 
or  even  more  lines.  Bible  poetry  is 
natural,  direct,  concrete  and  intensely 
■emotional.  It  is  also  subjective,  deal- 
ing with  thoughts  and  feelings  rather 
than  outward  objects.  The  Bible  con- 
tains no  great  epic  like  the  'Iliad,'  but 
some  parts  of  the  prophecies  and  the 
book  of  Job  have  an  epic  tone.  Job  is 
mainly  dramatic,  yet  it  is  a  drama  of 
the  inner  life.  The  Psalms  are  lyric. 
The  Proverbs  are  gnomic.  The  Song 
of  Solomon  is  a  love  poem  of  a  high 
■ethical  character." 


Dr.  Walter  Smith  lectured  on  "Sym- 
pathy," to  a  large  audience  at  the  Lake 
View  high  school.  Of  his  lecture  Tin- 
Record  also  said  in  part : 

"Sympathy  is  a  form  of  imitation. 
We  see  this  in  animal  life,  in  childhood 
and  in  adult  life.  Imitation  is  aform  of 
perception;  the  imitator  is  thinking  out 
an  action  he; has  witnessed.  Sympathy 
is  the  imitation  of  conscious  life  in 
thought  and  feeling.  It  has  a  definite 
place  in  knowledge,  in  art  and  in  mor- 
als. Truth  in  its  highest  sense  is  im- 
possible without  sympathy.  In  art  also 
it  has  an  important  function.  Art  is 
not  merely  a  matter  of  the  senses — it 
does  not  merely  please — it  brings  us  into 
Sympathy  with  something  objective. 
Music  and  poetry  are  full  of  examples  to 
support  this  view.  Finally  the  highest 
morality  depends  upon  sympathy,  as 
the  ideal  of  Christian  morality  is  love."

DEATH  OF  REV.  DR.  DICKINSON. 


Rev.  W.  C.  Dickinson,  D.  D.,  for 
many  years  connected  with  the  educa- 
tional and  church  life  of  Lake  Forest, 
died  suddenly  Sunday  night  at  his  home 
in  Evanston. 

Dr.  Dickinson  was  born  in  Long- 
meadow,  Mass.,  in  January,  1827.  In 
1848  he  was  graduated  from  Amherst 
College,  receiving  the  degree  of  bach- 
elor of  arts.  He  studied  for  the  min- 
istry at  Andover  and  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  and  entered  at  once  up- 
on active  work  in  the  ministry.  The 
degree  of  doctor  of  divinity  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  Wabash  College,  of 
Crawfordsville,  Ind. ,  in  185 1,  and  fol- 
lowing this  he  held  several  pastorates 
in  the  East.  Then  he  came  to  Lake 
Forest  in  the  earlier  days  of  the  village, 
where  he  first  served  as  professor  in 
the  academy  and  later  became  first  pas- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  church  here. 
He  remained  in  Lake  Forest  nine  years. 
He  was  two  years  at  Battle  Creek, 
Mich.,  ten  years  at  Lafayette,  Ind., 
and  three  years  at  College  Hill,  Ohio; 
this  being  his  last  regular  pastorate. 
He  then  moved  to  Evanston,  where  he 
had  since  made  his  home.  He  was  well 
known  in  local  pulpits,  as  he  had  often 
occupied  them  as  substitute  for  the  reg- 
ular pastors  or  on  special  occasions. 

Dr.  Dickinson  came  to  Lake  Forest 
in  1859  from  Kenosha,  Wis.,  where  he 
had  occupied  a  pulpit.  His  first  work 
here  was  that  of  professor  of  languages 
in  Lind  University,  which  institution  at 
that  time  consisted  of  an  academy  and 
one  advanced  class  of  three  boys.  May 
10,  1864,  Dr.  Dickinson  became  the  first 
pastor  of  the  Lake  Forest  Presbyterian 
church,  which  position  he  held  until  he 
left  Lake  Forest  in  1869.  It  was  during 
his  stay  here  that  the  name  of  the  school 
was  changed  from  Lind  University  to 
its  present  name. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  college  track 
team  in  the  gymnasium,  Friday  after- 
noon, Anderson,  '99,  was  elected  Cap- 
tain of  track  athletics.

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Two  Big  Gifts  for  University* 


Two  large  building's  will  be  erected 
for  Lake  Forest  University  as  memorials 
to  former  students.  They  are  to  be  a 
library  hall  and  a  chapel  for  the  college. 
The  former  is  to  be  in  memory  of 
Arthur  S.  Reid  of  the  class  of  '98,  and 
the  second  is  to  stand  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  Lily  Reid  Holt,  a  sister  of  Arthur 
Reid.  The  family  of  Mrs.  Reid,  which 
also  has  been  the  donor  of  Reid  Hall, 
the  recitation  building  of  Lake  Forest 
Academy,  will  erect  the  buildings. 

Announcement  of  the  two  gifts  was 
made  yesterday  by  Dr.  McClure  at  the 
college  chapel  exercises.  The  surprise 
caused  excitement  among  the  students, 
and  in  less  than  an  hour  the  news 
spread  to  the  other  departments  of  the 
university  and  put  the  whole  university 
community  into  a  happy  frame  of  mind. 

The  building  in  memory  of  Arthur 
Reid  will  contain  not  alone  the  library 
of  the  college,  but  reading-rooms  for 
the  students  and  a  room  for  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.  The 
chapel  building  will  contain  a  large  hall, 
in  which  the  daily  services  of  the  college 
will  be  conducted  and  in  which  public 
gatherings  may  be  held. 

Work  on  the  two  structures  is  to  be 
begun  soon,  the  intention  being  to  have 
the  plans  ready  and  accepted  early  this 
summer.  When  the  new  academic 
year  opens  the  middle  of  next  Septem- 
ber both  structures  probably  will  be 
ready  for  use. 

The  Reid  memorial  buildings  will 
stand  on  ground  owned  by  the  univer- 


sity, and  situated  opposite  College  Hall 
and  North  Hall,  one  of  the  dormitories, 
and  directly  east  of  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Reid.  Thus  the  buildings  will  com- 
plete the  circle  of  college  structures  in 
the  south  end  of  the  campus.  Their 
erection  will  also  remove  from  College 
Hall  the  library  and  chapel,  and  will 
leave  that  structure  for  a  dormitory 
or  science  building. 

Arthur  Somerville  Reid,  in  whose 
memory  the  library  and  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
will  have  a  new  home,  died  Jan.  11, 
1899,  at  the  age  of  23  years.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  class  of  '98  of  Lake 
Forest  College  and  one  of  the  most 
popular  students  while  he  attended 
Lake  Forest.  Mrs.  Lily  Reid  Holt 
died  Oct.  6,  1895.  She  was  a  graduate 
of  the  class  of  '84.  Mrs.  Simon  Reid 
has  been  one  of  the  most  liberal  bene- 
factors of  the  university.  Reid  Hall, 
erected  in  memory  of  her  husband,  is 
the  recitation  hall  of  the  academy  and 
the  largest  building  of  the  group  of 
four  composing  the  new  plant  of  the 
preparatory  department. 

"It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction 
that  I  announced  this  news  to  the  stu- 
dents and  to  the  friends  of  Lake  Forest, " 
said  President  McClure.  "These  splen- 
did gifts  not  only  will  add  greatly  to 
the  usefulness  of  the  college,  but  will 
serve  as  lasting  memorials  to  Mrs.  Reid 
and  her  children.  Details  as  to  the  size 
and  nature  of  the  buildings  have  not 
been  settled  definitely,  but  work 
will  be  begun  as  soon  as  the  plans  are 
accepted,  which  will  be,  no  doubt,  be- 
fore the  end  of  spring."

Walter  E.  Price,  ex-'93,  who  took  up 
the  study  of  theology  after  leaving  col- 
lege, is  now  engaged  in  ministerial  du- 
ties in  Chicago,  being  the  pastor  of  the 
Endeavor  Presbyterian  church  on  the 
North  side.  The  mission  work  con- 
ducted by  this  church,  under  Mr.  Price's 
directions,  has  met  with  marked  suc- 
cess. 


Professor  Dudley,  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School  of  Wisconsin,  gave  an  in- 
teresting and  instructive  lecture  on 
"The  Coloration  of  Flowers,"  in  the 
chapel  Friday  night.  The  lecture  was 
illustrated  with  stereopticon  pictures. 
Among  other  things  Professor  Dndley 
said:  "Before  Darwin,  the  flower  was 
little  understood,  just  as  before  New- 
ton analyzed  light  we  were  unfamiliar 
with  that  subject;  but  from  Darwin's 
great  work  we  are  now  familiar  with 
them  and  know  something  of  the  great 
process  of  evolution  or  the  struggle  for 
life  that  each  plant  and  animal  is  wag- 
ing. The  purpose  of  a  flower  is  the  de- 
vising a  means  for  securing  two  parent 
cells  to  produce  offspring.  Cross  fer- 
tilization is  the  great  thing  to  be  de- 
sired. Pollen  carried  by  the  wind  is 
one  means  of  cross  fertilization,  and  by 
insects  and  birds  another.  The  flower 
possesses  certain  attractions  for  insects 
by  which  they  enter  it  and  carry  off 
the  pollen  without  wasting  so  much  of 
it  as  the  wind  does.  Why  should  in- 
sects visit  flowers?  The}'  do  this  to 
eat  the  pollen,  for  shelter,  or  because 
some  of  them  have  an  esthetic  taste. 
Insects  generally  confine  their  atten- 
tion to  flowers  of  one  color  and  thus 
produce  cross  fertilization  of  flowers  of 
the  same  color  and  in  time  make  that 
flower  of  a  deeper  hue.  Man,  by  arti- 
ficial selection,  produces  wonderful  re- 
sults from  flowers.  He  causes  them  to 
promulgate  themselves  and  develop 
higher  specialized  cultures.  Most 
plants  must  have  originally  been  yel- 
low, then  the  transition  was  from  yel- 
low, white,  pink,  red,  purple,  etc.,  cul- 
minating in  blue. 

Mr.  Gallway,  of  Chicago,  spent  Sun- 
day in  Lake  Forest. 
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Musical   Clubs. 

Last  Saturday  evening  the  first  con- 
cert of  the  year  by  our  musical  clubs 
was  given  in  Chicago.  The  fact  that 
there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
performance  of  all  the  clubs  over  last 
year  is  only  in  keeping  with  the  new 
life  and  energy  that  has  been  infused 
into  all  our  college  organizations  of  the 
present  year.  The  increased  efficiency 
of  the  clubs  is  not  due  to  any  marvel- 
ous amount  of  new  talent  in  our  midst, 
but  to  greater  and  more  loyal  energy  of 
those  students  who  compose  the  organ- 
izations. 

Our  musical  aggregation,  like  all 
first-class  clubs,  will  be  a  fine  advertise- 
ment for  the  institution.  Lake  Forest 
University  will  be  a  much-mentioned 
place  for  at  least  one  day  where  our 
representatives  appear.  To  the  mana- 
gers, leaders  and  members  of  the  clubs 
we  should  be  grateful  for  their  work. 
Do  not  think  they  have  done  this  for 
the  money  there  is  in  it.  Only  a  fresh- 
man, though,  would  be  so  deluded  as 
to  think  there  was  money  in  university 
schemes. 

"The  glee  club  as   such   has  passed," 


says  one  of  our  exchanges.  It  may  be 
there  is  some  apathy  in  the  glee  club 
business  just  now,  but  we  would  hesi- 
tate to  say  more.  As  long  as  there  are 
alumni  and  friends  of  institutions,  so 
long  will  there  be  glee  clubs,  for  it  is 
upon  the  support  of  these  that  the  glee 
club  relies. 


Our  Organizations. 

The  Stentor  has  hinted  a  number 
of  times  recently  that  there  has  been 
improvement  in  the  student  enterprises. 
The  various  organizations  themselves 
speak  as  to  the  truth  of  these  insinua- 
tions. Of  what  does  this  improvement 
consist?  In  the  first  place  the  members 
of  these  organizations  have  awakened, 
or  at  least  are  awakening  from  their 
somnambulism.  The  members  used  to 
throw  the  burden  of  work  and  respon- 
sibility on  the  officers,  and  the  latter 
did  just  as  little  as  they  could  without 
raising  a  storm  about  their  heads. 
This  was  not  due  to  their  incompetency 
so  much   as  to  their  lack  of  purpose. 

A  hopeful  sign,  now,  is  the  rising 
spirit  among  the  fellows  to  give  no  one 
a  position  of  trust,  however  humble,  un- 
less he  has  a  purpose  to  do  a  little 
better  than  his  predecessor.  "Just 
good  enough  to  pass  "  is  no  longer 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  students.  There 
is  a  growing  feeling  that  no  one  has  a 
right  to  assume  an  office  just  for  the 
sake  of  having  an  office.  Another  hope- 
ful sign  is  to  be  found  in  the  more 
equal  distribution  of  offices.  Why  load 
all  the  offices  on  some  one  man  ?  A 
man  of  the  most  mediocre  ability  can 
fill  a  position  more  creditably  than  the 
person  with  the  greatest  ability  if  this 
person  is  already  burdened.  The  stu- 
dents are  coming  to  feel  that  a  man 
should  not  try  to  handle  too  many 
things  at  once — that  it  is  better  to  do  a 
few  things  well  than  many  indiffer- 
ently.

A  Prominent  Educator. 


In  Yverdon  in  Switzerland,  by  the 
waters  of  Lake  Neuchatel,  there  is  a 
castle,  an  old  Roman  stronghold  whose 
grim  walls  and  stone  stairways  no  long- 
er echo  to  the  tread  of  knight  and  war- 
rior, but  little  blue-bloused  children 
trip  lightly  in  and  out,  singing  their 
gay  songs.  Opposite  the  castle  with 
its  four  great  towers  stands  a  fine 
monument.  Upon  a  granite  pedestal 
is  a  life  size  statue  of  a  kindly  old  man 
looking  down  into  the  eager,  loving 
faces  of  two  children  The  inscription 
reads  "  To  Pestalozzi,  1746-1S27 — this 
monument  was  erected  by  popular  sub- 
scription in  1890."  On  the  right  side 
are  the  words,  "  Friend  of  the  poor  at 
Neuhof,  father  of  the  orphans  at  Stanz, 
founder  of  popular  school  at  Burgdorf, 
and  educator  of  humanity  at  Yverdon. 
All  for  others;  for  himself,  nothing;" 
and  on  the  left,  these  words,  "  I  have 
lived  like  a  beggar  myself,  that  I  might 
teach  beggars  how  to  live  like  men." 

This  tribute  is  to  Johann  Heinrich 
Pestalozzi,  the  man  whose  life  seemed 
to  have  been  a  succession  of  failures. 
Away  back  in  the  early  school  days  the 
boys  called  him  Harry  Oddity  of  Tool- 
borough,  and  it  was  he  who  ran  their 
errands,  and  bore  the  brunt  of  their  ridi- 
cule. His  eager  desire  to  help  others 
and  his  impractical  way  of  doing  it 
often  led  to  sad  results. 

After  trying  various  vocations  during 
the  days  of  early  manhood,  Pestalozzi, 
at  the  advice  of  a  friend,  bought  a  bar- 


ren tract  of  land  near  Zurich,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  a  rich  firm,  started  a 
madder  plantation.  The  enterprise, 
however,  did  not  succeed,  and  the  firm 
withdrew  the  money.  Nothing  daunted, 
Pestalozzi  decided  to  put  into  practice 
his  theory  of  education.  He  accord- 
ingly opened  the  beautiful  home  which 
he  had  built,  to  the  poor  children  of 
the  neighborhood,  and  soon  fifty  were 
enrolled.  His  scheme  was  to  employ 
the  children  at  field  work  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  at  spinning  and  weaving  in 
the  winter,  combining  instruction  — 
mostly  oral — with  their  work.  This  plan 
also  failed  as  the  parents  demanded 
recompense  for  the  labor  of  their  chil- 
dren, and  the  work  was  not  well  ar- 
ranged and  performed.  After  several 
years  the  school  was  closed,  and  then 
followed  perhaps  the  darkest  years  in 
the  life  of  Pestalozzi.  His  friends  loved 
him,  but  they  thought  of  him  as  a  fail- 
ure, and  that  he  would  end  his  days 
either  in  the  poor-house  or  mad-house. 
Often  during  these  years  his  family 
wanted  for  the  necessaries  of  life. 

It  was,  however,  out  of  the  disap- 
pointment and  suffering  that  his  gen- 
ius ripened.  In  17S0  appeared  his  book, 
"The  Evening  Hour  of  a  Hermit,"  and 
soon  after,  "Leonard  and  Gertrude," 
which  gave  a  true  and  delicate  picture 
of  Swiss  peasant  life.  These  books  had 
a  large  sale,  and  it  seemed  apparent 
that  Pestalozzi's  vocation  was  found.  It 
was  for  a  short  time  only,  for  during  the 
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exciting  years  of  the  French  Revolu- 
tion which  followed  he  was  called  from 
his  writing.  Everything  in  Switzerland 
was  remodeled  after  the  French  pat- 
tern, and  Pestalozzi,  on  account  of  his 
services  to  the  government  was  asked 
what  position  he  wished.  His  reply 
was:  "I  will  be  a  schoolmaster."  Cir- 
cumstances led  to  his  being  placed  in 
charge  of  the  orphan  children  of  Stanz, 
who  were  sorely  in  reed  of  help.  The 
town  had  been  burned  and  pillaged  by 
the  French,  and  the  only  building  which 
could  be  used  for  the  school  was  a  con- 
vent which  was  a  building  for  the  Ursu- 
lines.  Here  for  over  a  year,  this  one 
man  labored  with  the  eighty  children, 
many  of  whom  were  beggars,  not  used 
to  discipline,  vicious  in  their  habits,  and 
afflicted  with  loathsome  diseases.  Al- 
though he  was  at  first  looked  upon 
with  distrust  by  the  Catholic  commu- 
nity, his  patience  and  love  soon  won 
for  him  a  way  to  the  hearts  of  all,  and 
thus  harmony  and  order  were  brought 
out  of  the  chaos  which  first  surrounded 
him.  In  1799  the  French  took  the  con- 
vent for  a  mditary  hospital  and  Pesta- 
lozzi was  obliged  to  give  up  this  school. 
Finally,  after  a  few  years  in  Burgdorf 
and  Buchsee,  the  inhabitants  of  Vverdon 
invited  this  teacher  to  open  a  school 
there.  The  Institute  of  Yverdon  in  ashort 
time  became  very  well-known.  Teach- 
ers went  to  it  from  Madrid,  Naples  and 
St.  Petersburg;  kings  and  philosophers 
joined  in  doing  it  honor.  But  the  lne 
which  the  old  man  had  infused  into  the 
other  schools,  the  love  to  the  teachers 
and  scholars — was  wanting  in  the  larger 
institution  at  Yverdon,  and  dissensions 
in  time  arose.  The  enemies  made  the 
most  of  the  quarrels  and  this  joined 
with  Pestalozzi's  unrivaled  incapacity  in 
financial  matters,  brought  the  institution 
to  a  speedy  and  unhonored  close. 


The  teacher,  however,  had  not  failed 
in  reality.  It  was  his  function  to  edu- 
cate ideas,  not  children,  and  twenty 
years  after  his  death  Pestalozzian  ideas 
were  being  sown,  and  bearing  fruit,  not 
only  in  his  own  country  but  throughout 
central  Europe.  Perhaps  the  chief  se- 
cret of  his  influence  was  his  recalling  of 
a  higher  ideal,  his  standing  for  what 
may  be.  He  aimed  at  the  harmonious 
development  of  each  individual  and  em- 
phasized this  point — that  cramming  is 
not  education;  he  stood  for  the  princi- 
ple that  education  must  begin  at  home; 
that  home  and  school  must  work  in 
sympathy  and  harmony.  He  protested 
against  too  narrow  a  conception  of  the 
form  of  religious  instruction  for  the 
young,  and  taught  that  all  systems  of 
education  should  be  inspired  by  an  in- 
tense desire  to  help  the  poor.  Pesta- 
lozzi's personality  was  uplifting  in  its 
purity  of  purpose,  and  was  a  source  of 
inspiration  to  those  who  followed  him 
closely  and  carried  into  practice  the 
theories  which  he  had  given.

The  work  of 
the  clubs  shows  what  good  training  and 
perseverance  can  do.  After  the  concert 
a  reception  and  dance  at  Perrin  Hall 
was  tendered  by  Dr.  Roberts  and  Dr.

"The  Faculty  of  Lake  Forest  Univer- 
sity desire  to  give  public  expression  to 
theirsenseof  the  great  loss  that  the  uni- 
versity has  recently  suffered  by  the 
death  of  two  of  its  earliest  and  most  de- 
voted friends. 

"In  Mr.  D.  R.  Holt  we  had  long  rec- 
ognized one  of  the  most  consecrated 
Christian  men  and  one  of  the  most  de- 
lightful of  friends,  but  we  hold  in  memory 
now,  with  special  emphasis,  his  pioneer 
work  both  for  Lake  Forest  and  for  its 
university,  as  a  founder,  a  trustee  and  a 
benefactor.  Under  his  influence  as  a 
Sabbath  school  teacher  and  a  man  of 
exemplary  piety  has  passed  a  multitude 
of  youngwomen  who  are  today  through- 
out this  and  other  lands  testifying  to 
his  never  ceasing  zeal  for  holy  living. 
Wherever  in  the  future  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Lake  Forest  maybe  found 
will  be  found  also  living  testimony  to 
the  vital  and  beneficial  Christianity  of 
that  godly  man. 

"The  Reverend  William  C.  Dickinson., 
as  the  first  pastor  of  the  Lake  Forest 
church  and  the  first  college  instructor 
connected  with  the  university,  has  a 
double  place  in  the  hearts  of  those  who 
recognize  the  common  origin  of  the  two 
institutions.  As  modest  as  he  was 
scholarly,  he  won  the  affectionate  re- 
gard of  all  who  knew  him  by  his  devo- 
tion, whether  in  the  pulpit  or  in  the  pro- 
fessor's chair,  to  a  single  ideal,  the 
Christ  life  as  the  aim  for  every  parish- 
ioner and  every  pupil.  Since  his  re- 
moval from  Lake  Forest  he  has  come 
back  to  this  earlier  home  from  time  to 
time  to   bring-    us    the  message  of  the 


Gospel  and   has  always  lifted  our  aspi- 
rations to  a  higher  place. 

"To  the  families  of  Mr.  Holt  and  Dr. 
Dickinson  we  extend  our  sympathies, 
and  our  congratulations  likewise,  for  to 
them  as  a  special  grace  was  it  given  to 
enjoy  the  daily  living  of  such  triumph- 
ant Christian  manhood  as  these  men 
illustrated."

Are  you  given  to  building  castles  in 
the  air?  If  you  are,  then  put  on  your 
"  moccasins  of  magic  "  and  go  with  me 
"to  the  land  of  the  Dacotahs,"  and 
perhaps  you  may  get  some  helpful 
suggestions,  as  well  as  some  useful 
lessons. 

Now,  we  are  standing  in  the  extreme 
northeastern  part  of  South  Dakota, 
about  a  half  a  mile  west  of  Big  Stone 
Lake.  After  our  rapid  journey,  we 
stand  breathing  in  with  delight  the  cool 
morning  air.  And  now,  as  we  await  the 
sunrise,  a  word  in  regard  to  the  config- 
uration of  the  country,  so  that  you  may 
better  understand  the  scene  that  you 
shall  soon  witness.  We  are  standing 
on  the  eastern  side  of  a  trough-like 
valley,  fifteen  miles  wide,  which  slopes 
gently  eastward  from  the  Coteaus  des 
Prairies,  a  high  range  of  hills  on  the 
west,  and  then  gradually  rises  till  it 
terminates  in  the  high  land  forming  the 
bluffs  of  Big  Stone  Lake. 

The  sun  has  risen,  and  before  us  is  a 
view  which  more  then  compensates  us 
for  our  long  journey.  The  prairie 
stretches  away  before  us  in  shadowy 
undulations,  and  is  dotted  here  and 
there  by  farmhouses  and  checkered  by 
the  darker  fields  of  grain,  rich  in  the 
promise  of  future  harvest.  Every 
wooded  valley  in  the  Coteaus,  fifteen 
miles  away,  is  seen  with  a  clearness  that 
annihilates  distance.  It  seems  as  if 
one  might  go  there  for  a  morning 
walk. 

While  we  have  been  looking,    to   the 


northward  a  wizard  hand  has  been 
shiftingthe  scenery.  The  level  top  of  the 
Coteaus  has  been  changed  into  a  waver- 
ing sierra,  the  jagged  peaks  now  here, 
now  there.  Suddenly  the  whole  north- 
ern end  disappears,  leaving  only  a  per- 
pendicular cliff.  Now  it  is  changed 
into  an  overhanging  cliff. 

Meanwhile,  farther  south,  some  Atlas 
has  been  at  work.  A  part  of  the  Co- 
teaus has  been  lifted  bodily  and  is  float- 
ing in  mid-air,  a  mighty  bridge,  upon 
which  the  giants  may  cross  the  abyss 
below. 

The    little  village    of  W ,    lying 

mid-way  between  us  and  the  hills,  has 
also  come  in  for  its  share  of  the  pranks 
that  have  peen  played  with  the  land- 
scape. The  elevators  have  been 
stretched  to  an  enormous  height;  they 
reach  high  into  the  heavens.  Perhaps 
from  this  commonplace  material,  a 
new  Tower  of  Babel  is  being  built  to 
reach  the  home  of  the  gods.  The 
school-house,  too,  has  reached  an  im- 
mense height,  and  then  there  is  a  roof 
on  both  top  and  bottom,  and  there  are 
four  rows  of  windows  instead  of  two. 
The  other  buildings  of  the  village,  as 
well,  have  come  in  for  their  share  of 
the  stretching.  Nature  is  making  a 
long  face. 

To  the  southward,  the  farm-houses 
have  fared  the  same  as  the  village 
buildings.  The  trees,  here,  no  longer 
grow  from  the  earth,  but  from  other 
trees  growing  top  downward.  And 
here    are  lakes  where    once   was    only 
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prairie.  See  how  the  waves  are  roll- 
ing, sometimes  breaking  into  white 
foam,  sometimes  sinking  into  a  placid 
mirror.  How  cool  and  refreshing  they 
look!  Are  the  fish  roving  under  those 
rolling  waves?  It  would  be  delightful 
to  bathe  in  those  waters  this  hot  day 
that  is  coming  on.  And  what  is  that 
white  there  upon  the  water?  Sail,  ho! 
How  it  skims  and  dances  over  the 
water!  It  is  delightful  to  sail  in  such  a 
breeze.  But  no,  it  is  not  a  sail,  it  is 
only  the  reflection  of  a  white  school- 
house  at  the  foot  of  the  Coteaus.  The 
waves  are  dashing  high  now;  the  wind 
must  be  rising. 

Indeed,  the  wind  has  risen;  the  lakes 
are  gone;  the  village  has  resumed  its 
usual  proportions;  the  Coteaus  are  no 
longer  floating  in  air,  and  the  northern 
end  has  been  restored.  Like  all  air 
castles,  "the  cloud-capped  towers,  the 
gorgeous  palaces  have  melted  into 
thin  air,  and  left  not  a  rack  behind."

CHAPEL  ATTENDANCE. 


The  annual  catalogue  of  the  univer- 
sity for  1899  is  out  and  shows  a  number 
of  facts  of  interest  in  regard  to  the 
institution.  It  is  a  volume  of  160  pages, 
containing  information  about  the  three 
undergraduate  departments  at  Lake 
Forest  and  the  two  professional  depart- 
ments in  Chicago.  A  remarkable  in- 
crease, the  largest  ever  shown  in  one 
year,  is  recorded  in  the  enrollment  of  the 
Lake  Forest  schools.  The  college  has 
116  students,  whereas  last  year  it  had 
ninety-six  and  the  previous  year  ninety. 
Ferry  Hall  Seminary  this  year  has  181 
young  women,  against  138  last  year 
and  109  in  1897.  The  academy  enroll- 
ment is  1 29  boys,  compared  with  ninety- 
five  last  year  and  ninety-seven  the 
previous  year.  The  total  enrollment 
of  the  university  is  1,389.  It  is  this 
steady  increase  which  makes  added 
equipment  necessary,  and  to  fill  some 
of  the  demands  four  additional  build- 
ings will  be  ready  for  the  use  of  the 
college  next  fall — one  having  just  been 
completed,  another  being  nearly  ready 
and  the  other  two  having  been  donated, 
work  on  them  to  begin  at  once. 

Among  the  advances  in  the  courses 
of  study  one  of  the  principal  is  that  in 
the  department  of  physical  training. 
There  is  a  director  for  men  and  one  for 
women,  and  physical  training  in  the 
gymnasium  in  regular  classes  is  re- 
quired of  all  students  from  Nov.  1  to 
April  1,  three  hours  a  week,  during  two 
years  of  the  college  course.

If  The  Stentor  may  be  permitted  to 
make  a  suggestion,  it  would  like  to  ask: 
"Why  is  it  not  Halsey  Hall  instead  of 
North  Hall?"  and  without  awaiting  the 
answer,  would  say:  This  building  cer- 
tainly might  well  be  named  after  the 
dean  of  the  college  faculty.  This  is 
not  an  entirely  new  matter,  for  in  the 
first  place  the  name  was  suggested  by 
the  Commencement  Bulletin  in  its  edi- 
torial columns  last  June,  and,  further- 
more, The  Stentor  has  since  then  taken 
the  liberty  to  refer  to  the  building  as 
Halsey  Hall. 

We  beg  leave  to  criticise  the  name 
North  Hall.  The  building  is  hardly 
north  of  college  hall.  The  old  hall, 
however,  is  by  no  means  any  longer 
the  principal  college  structure,  and  so 
there  is  no  ground  for  basing  names  on 
it.  Then  again,  there  is  no  south,  or 
east,  or  west  hall  to  make  such  a  dis- 
tinguishing mark  necessary.  And 
again,  who  knows  where  north  or  west 
is  in  Lake  Forest  without  a  compass? 
It  seems  folly  to  designate  anything 
here  by  the  direction  in  which  it  lies 
from  any  given  point. 


Then  consider  how  much  more  ap- 
propriate it  would  be  to  name  the  dor- 
mitory after  a  man  during  whose  ad- 
ministration as  acting  president  of  the 
university  plans  for  its  rehabilitation 
were  conceived — a  man  whom  every 
student  honors  and  loves,  and  who 
longer  than  any  other  man  on  the  fac- 
ulty has  devoted  himself  to  the  college 
and  has  taken  a  personal  interest  in 
every  student  who  has  come  and  gone. 

Let  the  students  take  up  this  move- 
ment, so  that  a  building  made  new  may 
bear  an  appellation  both  new  and  suit- 
able. If  there  ever  was  nothing  in  a 
name  it  is  in  the  name  "North  Hall." 

And  before  we  forget  about  it,  we 
might  add  that,  since  we  are  not  anti- 
expansionists,  like  so  many  of  our  pro- 
fessors, we  hope  soon  to  have  a  Mc- 
Clure  Hall,  a  Stuart  classical  museum, 
a  McNeill  observatory,  an  M.  Bross 
Thomas  dining-hall,  a  Stevens  science 
building,  a  Walter  Smith  psychological 
laboratory,  and  a  Burnap  archives  of 
history. 
More  Debating  Desirable. 

More  debabting  would  be  desirable 
and  helpful  in  the  college.  Anyone 
who  looks  over  the  different  activities  of 
the  year  at  Lake  Forest  cannot  but 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are 
too  few  contests  between  the  students, 
and  that  the  absence  of  opportunity  to 
meet  the  talent  of  other  colleges  is  to 
be  deplored.  Were  it  not  for  the 
Bulletin  prizes  this  year  there  would 
be  no  contest  of  any  kind  all  through 
the  year  except  that  in  declamation  be- 
tween the  freshmen  and  sophomores. 

There  is  a  chance  for  Lake  Forest  to 
distinguish  itself  on  the  platform  if  it 
would  only  rustle  for  it. 

The  last  time  we  met  another  school 
in  debate  the  contest  was  with  the  Uni- 
versity of   Chicago,  and  the  latter  was 
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defeated  so  badly  that  it  preferred  to 
wiggle  out  of  a  second  debate  the  fol- 
lowing year.  The  fact  that  arrange- 
ments could  not  be  made  for  a  forensic 
combat  with  some  western  college  this 
year  is  to  be  lamented. 

But  to  foster  a  spirit  of  literary 
society  activity  there  should  be  inter- 
society  debates  at  intervals.  The 
Bulletin  contest  doubtless  will  sur- 
prise and  perhaps  awaken  some  of  us. 
May  a  good  beginning  lead  to  further 
and  greater  developments.

A    COMMUNICATION. 

Certain  incidents  in  connection  with 
the  recent  base  ballgames,  incidents 
related  especially  to  the  conduct  of  the 
spectators,  have  called  to  mind  a  letter 
of  President  A.  S.  Draper,  written  after 
a  game  of  baseball  played  between  the 
universities  of  Michigan  and  Illinois. 

Some  words  of  this  letter  seem  to 
have  a  bearing  on  the  matter  under  dis- 
cussion, and  may  be  noted  with  interest. 
Among  other  things  said  are  the  fol- 
lowing: "None  of  us  desire  that  the 
university  shall  gain  the  reputation  of 
treating  visiting  teams  impolitely.  *  * 
*  Enthusiasm  is  highly  desirable  but 
there  may  be  any  amount  of  it  without 
appearing  uncivil.  *  *  *  If  there 
are  any    among  us  who    would    win    a 


game  at  any  cost  they  are  more  hurtful 
to  us  than  to  others."  These  remarks 
were  intended  to  apply  to  the  conduct 
of  student  spectators  toward  the  play- 
ers and  a  college  team  and  it  seems  to 
the  writer  they  apply  with  greater 
force  when  unfair  treatment  is  shown  a 
high  school  team.  In  the  latter  case  we 
are  playing  with  men  younger,  less  ex- 
perienced, and  supposedly  less  skilled 
than  ourselves,  for  which  reason  we 
should  be  ready  to  make  allowances 
for  shortcomings  and  grant  ready  in- 
dulgence for  offenses. 

There  is  also  an  argument  growing 
out  of  policy  which  should  induce  the 
best  of  treatment  toward  high  school 
teams  even  where  it  is  not  accorded  to 
college  representatives,  and  that  is  the 
fact  that  there  are  men  in  the  high 
schools  whom  at  some  time  we  should 
be  glad  to  have  with  us,  but  will  such 
treatment  as  that  against  which  we  are 
protesting  accomplish  the  desired  re- 
sult? 

It  was  a  matter  of  regret  to  me  as  an 
alumnus  and  as  one  interested  in  the 
athletic  welfare  of  Lake  Forest,  to  see 
the  spirit  of  animosity  which  was  dis- 
played in  the  game  with  Englewood.

Chaflin  University, 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  and  Simpson  Col- 
lege uphold  old  gold  and  red,  while  the 
University  of  Minnesota  calls  it  red 
maroon,  and  Williamette  calls  it  cardi- 
nal. Gold  is  also  used  to  a  consider- 
able extent,  being  displayed  singly  by 
Beloit  College,  and  combined  with 
othr  colors  by  not  less  than  fifteen 
other  colleges  and  universities. — U.  of 
M.  Daily.

Harriet  Wilson  and  Josephine  Adelaide 
Byllesby  representing  the  Aletheian 
Society  and  Cyrus  W.  Knouff  and  Ben- 
jamin Parmalee  representing  the  Athe- 
najan  Society.  The  question  was:  Re- 
solved that  trusts  and  all  combinations 
of  capital  tending  to  banish  competi- 
tion are  detrimental  to  the  public  wel- 
fare and  should  be  abolished  by  law. 
One  representative  from  each  society, 
supported  the  affirmative  and  the  other 
the  negative  of  the  subject  chosen.  All 
the  speakers  made  a  very  creditable 
showing,  but  space  will  not  permit  the 
points  brought  out  by  the  different  de- 
baters to  be  mentioned  separately. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  James  G. 
K.  McClure,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
evening.  The  program  was  varied  by 
instrumental  music  by  Siegfried  Gruen- 
stein,  who  rendered  "Tarantelle,"  by 
Heller;  by  a  duet  sung  by  Misses  Wood 
and  Davis,  and  by  selections  by  the 
University  Glee  Club.  All  the  numbers 
were  vigorously  encored. 


The  judges  of  the  debate  were  )udge 
N.  C.  Sears,  Dr.  J.  A.  Rondthaler,  of 
Chicago,  and  Professor  J.  C.  llanna,  of 
Oak  Park.  The  markings  were  on  a 
scale  100  for  argument  and  100  for 
delivery.  The  speaker  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  points  won  first 
prize  and  the  speaker  receiving  the 
second  highest  number  of  points  won 
second  prize.  The  society  the  average 
of  whose  speakers  was  highest  won  the 
debate. 

The  following  table  shows  the 
position  of  each  speaker  on  the  pro- 
gram, the  side  of  the  question  supported 
and  the  markings  accorded  them  by 
the  judges:

The  large  audience  showed  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  splendid  efforts  which 
were  made  and  felt  that  all  the  con- 
testants did  credit  to  themselves  and 
honor  to  the  societies  which  they  rep- 
resented. 

The  first  prize  is  S40  in  books  and 
the  second  prize  is  S35  in  books.  An 
alumnus  of  the  Zeta  Epsilon  Society 
offered  S20  additional  to  a  member  of 
his  society  who  should  win  the  debate. 
This  amount  was  divided  equally  be- 
tween Mallory  and  Scouller,  who  are 
both  members  of  Zeta  Epsilon. 
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George  L.  Mallory,  '02,  graduated 
from  Pontiac  High  School  in  class  of 
'98  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  high 
school  literary  work  and  was  a  con- 
testant in  the  inter-scholastic  oratori- 
cal contest  held  a  year  ago  at  Cham- 
paign, 111.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Kappa  Sigma  fraternity.  It  was  he 
who  in  company  with  Guy  Caron  passed 
the  night  on  the  ice  floe  last  February. 

James  F.  Scouller,  '01,  was  also  a 
graduate  of  Pontiac  High  School  in 
the  class  of  '97.  His  ability  as  a 
speaker  was  demonstrated  in  June,  '97, 
when  he  won  the  Bangs  Gold-medal 
Oratorical  Contest  held  at  Pontiac,  111. 
When  the  war  with  Spain  was  declared 
he  responded  to  duty's. call  and  enlisted 
in  the  Third  Illinois  Volunteers  as 
corporal,  but  was  soon  promoted  to 
sergeant.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Kappa  Sigma  fraternity. 

Many  alumni  of  the  societies  were 
present.  Society  spirit  ran  high  and 
the  Zeta  Epsilon  Society  in  anticipation 
of  victory  had  secured  the  presence  of 
six  buglers  from  Fort  Sheridan.  The 
societies  marched  double  file  to  the 
seats  which  had  been  reserved  for  them 
in  the  front  part  of  the  room.  The 
buglers  headed  the  Zeta  Epsilon  Soci- 
ety, playing  a  march.  When  Scouller 
appeared  on  the  stage  the  buglers 
played  the  sergeant's  call.  Mallory 
was  also  greeted  with  a  bugle  call.  The 
Zeta  Epsilon  yell  was  much  in  promi- 
nence, and  is  as  follows: 
Rah  !  Rah  !  Rah  !  Rah  !  O,  who  are  we? 
Zeta  Epsilon,  don't  you  see  ? 
L.  F.  U.  Cis  !  Boom  !  Ah  ! 
Zeta  Epsilon,  Rah!  Rah!  Rah! 

The  Art  Institute  was  beautifully 
draped  in  red  and  black  bunting,  the 
college  colors,  red,  Zeta  Epsilon  color, 
white  and  green,  Aletheian  colors,  and 
white  and  blue,  Athenian  colors.  So- 
ciety  ribbons    were    freely    distributed 


by  Aletheian  and  Athenaean  societies 
while  red  carnations  were  given  out  by 
Zeta  Epsilon.  After  the  contest  the 
winning  society  celebrated  its  victory 
in  an  enthusiastic  manner  until  "  the 
wee  small  hours."

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Expansion   Agitation. 

The  following  brief  statement  touch- 
ing the  much  discussed  subject  of  ex- 
pansion was  handed  the  editor  by  one 
of  Lake  Forest's  most  prominent 
citizens.  That  the  article  is  not  signed 
is  merely  due  to  the  modesty  of  its 
author.  Upon  inquiry  any  one  inter- 
ested may  learn  the  name  of  the  writer, 
who  possesses  to  the  fullest  extent  the 
courage  of  his  convictions. 

"I  would  like  to  commend  to  the 
young  men  in  American  colleges  a 
thorough  study  of  Theo.  Roosevelt, 
hoping  that  the  inspiration  of  valiant, 
vigorous,  virile  American  manhood, 
filled  with  hearty,  healthy,  hopeful 
patriotism  and  emphasized  by  his 
splendid  career  may  act  as  an  antidote 
to  the  sentiments  which  seem  to  per- 
meate our  colleges  to-day;  sentiments 
which  in  congress  and  out  caused  the 
Philippines  to  fire  upon  our  soldier  boys 
in  Manila  and  have  encouraged,  aided 
and  prolonged  the  struggle. 

Take  Roosevelt  for  a  tonic,  get  your- 
selves ready  to  fill  some  of  the  splendid 
careers  opened  to  the  young  men  of  to- 
day by  the  marvelous  results  of  the 
war. 


The  feeling  is  growing  among  busi- 
ness men  that  one  of  the  great  dangers 
to  our  republic  today  is  the  sentiments 
inculcated  by  our  colleges. 

The  results  of  '  commercialism  '  may 
find  hereafter  a  more  profitable  invest- 
ment than  endowing  institutions  of 
some  kinds  of  learning." 

The  demonstrations  of  the  last  few 
days  on  the  part  of  the  students  of 
Lake  Forest  College  show  clearly  where 
they  stand  on  the  question  of  expans- 
ion. Without  entering  into  a  discussion 
of  the  question  whether  the  students 
have  taken  the  correct  side  of  the  issue, 
we  are  glad  to  note  the  interest  they 
have  manifested;  and  we  do  not  be- 
lieve they  have  been  actuated  to  take 
the  side  of  expansion  simply  because 
theirinstructors  have  taken  the  opposite 
view,  either.  The  students  of  Lake 
Forest  are  for  the  most  part  close 
students  of  current  events  and  have  an 
opinion  of  their  own  in  regard  to  most 
of  these  events. 

Bulletin  Prize  Debate. 

In  another  part  of  The  Stentor  are 
published  half-tones  of  the  men  who 
won  the  prizes  in  the  Bulletin  debate 
last  Friday  evening.  The  debate 
was  in  every  way  a  success  and  the 
publishers  of  the  Daily  Bulletin  were 
highly  pleased  with  the  result.

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May  Students  Have  Opinions? 

It  has  never  been  The  Stentor's  in- 
tention to  dip  its  pen  into  gall  in  dis- 
cussing any  subject  concerning  Lake 
Forest  College,  but  it  would  be  violat- 
ing its  iirust  were  it  to  pass  by  in  si- 
lence any  infringement  upon  the  basic 
rights  either  of  faculty  or  students. 

This  is  not  an  expansion  paper,  nor 
is  it  an  anti-imperialist  organ.  It  is 
not  our  aim  to  act  as  the  exponent  or 
defender  of  the  political  views  of  any 
professor  or  student.  But  it  is  time  to 
say  that  to  attempt  to  curb  the  speech 
or  action  of  a  member  of  the  faculty  is 
subversive  of  the  whole  system  of  edu- 
cation, and  that  for  any  instructor  to 
attempt  to  force  upon  the  students  his 
views  or  to  express  displeasure  be- 
cause he  is  disagreed  with,  is  equally 
wrong  and  makes  the  offender  liable 
to  criticism  which  must  be  unpleasant 
to  be  strong  enough. 

Of  late,  much  has  been  said  of 
wealth}'  men  endowing  colleges  and 
universities  and  trying  to  dictate  what 
should  be  taught  in  them.  Thus  we 
hear  a  clamor  for  the  removal  of  Presi- 
dent Rogers  of  Northwestern  because 
of  his  views,  which  seem  unpatriotic  to 


very  many  people.  In  answer  to  this, 
the  Evening  Post,  though  it  opposes  Dr, 
Rogers'  views,  aptly  says:  "  To  destroy 
freedom  of  speech  in  our  universities  is 
to  destroy  the  universities  themselves." 
It  appears  much  more  natural,  how- 
ever, for  those  who  found  and  support 
colleges  to  stand  ready  to  say  what 
political  ideas  should  be  fostered  in 
them,  than  for  professors  to  become 
impatient  because  men  in  their  classes 
dare  utter  opinions  contrary  to  those 
entertained  by  their  preceptors.  Is  it 
not  the  first  principle  of  economics  that 
all  questions  concerning  human  wel- 
fare admit  of  discussion  and  that  the 
study  is  one  in  which  no  positive  con- 
clusions are  reached  ?  It  would  be 
no  more  imprudent  for  us  to  try  to 
compel  the  professors  to  think  on 
questions  of  the  day  as  we  do  than  it 
would  be  for  them  to  do  the  same  with 
us.  Freedom  of  thought,  freedom  of 
speech,  and  freedom  of  the  press  lie  at 
the  bottom  of  all  our  institutions,  and 
first  and  foremost,  of  our  institutions  of 
learning. 

Threats  calculated  to  frighten  profes- 
sors are  unfortunate  and  will  argue  no 
man  out  of  a  wrong  view  he  may  hold. 
But  let  no  member  of  the  faculty  ob- 
ject to  statements  assailing  his  position 
when  made  either  by  students  or  out- 
siders. We  are  here  for  education  of 
what  is  in  us;  not  for  forcible  intro- 
duction into  our  minds  of  ideas  we 
cannot  digest.  The  communication  in 
this  issue  from  Professor  Halsey  is 
welcomed.  Let  others  follow,  so  mis- 
understandings may  not  exist. 


The  students  of  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity have  petitioned  the  faculty  to 
add  an  athletic  fee  of  one  dollar  per 
semester  to  the  regular  tuition.  This 
scheme  might  not  be  a  bad  one  to  in- 
troduce at  Lake  Forest. 
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LETTER    FROM    PROF.    HALSEY. 


Editor  of  The  Stentor: — 

For  two  weeks  I  have  been  wonder- 
ing whether  the  march  of  history  has 
been  set  back  and  we  are  living  in  the 
pro-slavery  days  of  1837,  as  I  have  read 
the  many  words  of  abuse  and  mis-repre- 
sentation that  have  caught  my  eye  in 
the  daily  press,  and  have  even  infected 
the  Stentor.  And  why,  forsooth? 
Because  a  certain  number  of  the 
American  people,  including  eight  of 
our  college  professors,  have  dared  to 
use  the  constitutional  right  of  public  ex- 
pression to  urge  the  government  to  pur- 
sue a  line  of  conduct  which  in  their 
judgment  would  accomplish  a  result 
desired  by  all — the  end  of  the  war. 
But  an  innocent  and  patriotic  intention 
is  at  once  wrested  by  disordered  im- 
aginations into  a  malign  and  treason- 
able purpose,  and  not  since  the  days  of 
'3~,  when  the  pro-slavery  majority  at 
Washington  denied  the  sacred  right  of 
petition,  and  howled  down  John  Ouincy 
Adams  and  Joshua  R.  Giddings,  has 
such  an  attempt  to  intimidate  a  respect- 
able minority  been  witnessed.  Coming 
to  your  own  columns  we  are  told  by 
your  "most  prominent  citizen."  who 
does  not  sign  his  name,  that  the  senti- 
ments which  seem  to  permeate  our 
colleges  today  "caused  the  Filipinos  to 
fire  upon  our  soldier  boys  in  Manila  and 
have  encouraged,  aided,  and  prolonged 
the  struggle,"  and  that  "the  feeling  is 
growing  among  business  men  that  one 
of  the  great  dangers  to  our  republic  to- 
day is  the  sentiments  inculcated  by  our 
colleges." 

I  am  convinced  from  what  I  know  of 
our  college  students,  and  what  I  know 
they  think  of  their  instructors,  that  this 
attempt  to  discredit  earnest  and  con- 
scientious workers  for  the  betterment 
of  society  will  prove  but    a  brutum  fid- 


men,  and  that  neither  our  students  not- 
our public  will  condemn  us  as  unworthy 
to  be  called  good  men,  or  good  teach- 
ers, or  good  citizens,  because  we  dare 
to  make  suggestions.  We  say  to  our 
detainers: — our  dear  ones  as  well  as 
yours  are  facing  Filipinos,  our  votes  as 
well  as  yours  made  McKinley  president, 
and  we  are  willing  to  put  our  lives  on 
record  beside  yours — for  character 
and  for  service — to  be  judged  by  all 
fair  minded  people  who  recognize  the 
possibility  of  honest  differences  of 
opinion  being  tolerated  in  a  free 
republic. 

We  have  supported  the  President,  we 
have  supported  the  war — from  Santi- 
ago to  Bacolor — we  have  gloried  in  our 
army  and  our  navy,  we  have  thrilled 
for  Dewey  and  Hobson,  for  Roose- 
velt and  Lawton  and  Funston,  for 
the  Rough  Riders,  the  first  Nebraska 
and  our  own  "fighting  Fourth." 
But  we  have  also  dared  to  think  and  to 
say  that  the  policy  adopted  by  a  gener- 
ous government  in  1S65  to  rebels  born 
under  our  flag  would  be  a  good  policy 
to  pursue  toward  rebels  who  never  yet 
took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
United  States.  Any  sentiment  of  criti- 
cism uttered  at  the  Music  Hall  which 
went  further  than  that,  I  do  not  indorse, 
nor  do,  in  my  opinion,  the  other  men  of 
our  faculty,  whom  with  myself  it  is 
attempted  to  disparage  and  discredit — 
for  all  the  privileges  of  respectable 
society.

In  the  Trenches  Near  Malolos. 


Dear  Sister: — Here  I  am  in  the 
trenches  again,  and  about  as  dirty  as 
they  make  them,  writing  to  you  on 
some  banana  leaves  folded  up,  and  they 
don't  make  a  very  good  desk.  I  re- 
ceived your  letter  yesterday  on  the 
"grub"  wagon  and  it  was  as  good  as  a 
dose  of  medicine,  so  I  asked  the  cook 
to  bring  out  some  paper  and  he  did. 
We  are  just  about  five  miles  from  Ma- 
nila, fighting  ever}-  foot.  The  North 
Dakota  troops  here  have  been  lucky, 
have  not  lost  a  single  man  although 
several  have  been  wounded,  but  have 
held  our  own  in  good  shape.  As  I  write 
this  there  is  heavy  firing  and  it  is  com- 
ing this  way  so  I  may  have  to  stop 
writing  and  use  up  some  ammunition 
before  I  get  this  finished.  I  was  in  the 
hospital  for  three  weeks  before  the 
scrap  commenced  and  on  the  evening 
of  Feb.  4,  about  10:30,  I  heard  some 
firing,  and  then  two  cannon  shots  and  I 
was  out  of  bed  in  a  minute.  The  hos- 
pital was  on  the  river  and  the  fight 
started  about  three  miles  up  the  river 
with  the  Nebraska  camp.  I  could  not 
get  out  the  front  way  for  I  would  be 
seen  and  sent  to  bed,  so  I  and  a  man 
from  the  3rd  Artillery  sneaked  out  the 
back  way  and  up  the  river  bank  with- 
out a  gun  or  anything,  and  I  just  man- 
aged to  get  to  the  Nebraska  camp  in 
time  to  see  the  fun.  It  was  just  about 
like  50,000,000  mosquitoes  all  humming 
at  once  only  a  good  deal  louder.  That 
is  the  only  way  I  can  explain  how  the 
bullets  sing. 


We  stayed  in  the  trenches  until  about 
3:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  then 
started  back.  I  never  could  have  re- 
turned if  it  had  not  been  for  my  com- 
panion. He  was  quite  strong,  only 
having  his  eyes  treated  and  no  fever. 
We  got  back  to  the  hospital  about  4:00 
and  went  to  bed  and  didn't  know  any 
more  till  they  woke  me  up  for  my  milk 
and  arrowroot.  After  that  I  got  up 
and  I  went  to  see  some  of  the  dead 
and  wounded,  but  there  were  none  of 
our  boys  so  I  felt  better.  There  were 
over  forty  brought  in  before  our  doctor 
got  around,  and  I  had  to  beg  hard  to 
get  out.  Finally  he  said  that  as  there 
were  so  many  wounded  being  brought 
in,  that  if  I  felt  able  I  might  go.  Well, 
it  didn't  take  me  long  to  roll  my 
blanket  and  get  my  haversack  and  start 
up  toward  Malate.  A  Spaniard  gave 
me  a  lift  in  his  carriage  nearly  all  the 
way  and  I  soon  found  out  where  Co. 
K  was.  With  my  gun,  belts,  canteen, 
haversack  and  rubber  blanket  I  started 
out,  and  found  my  company  in  about 
half  an  hour  and  reported  to  Capt. 
Auld.  He  said,  "Well,  what  are  you 
doing  out  here?"  I  told  him  I  thought 
he  could  use  me  "Poco  tempo."  He 
told  me  to  go  and  lie  down  and  I  did. 
(The  last  day  in  the  hospital  I  weighed 
1 10  lbs.  with  blue  clothes  on.)  Since 
then  I  feel  all  right. 

We  have  a  good  deal  of  fighting. 
The  niggers  can't  shoot  and  it  seems  to 
be  all  accident  that  they  ever  hit  any- 
thing, while    a  volley   from    our    Long 
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Toms  makes  them  look  sick.  When 
we  charged  them  at  Passey  with  the  14th 
Infantry  they  couldn't  stand  our  yell, 
for  after  it  broke  loose,  they  turned  and 
ran,  while  our  boys  waved  their  hats 
over  the  niggers'  trenches  and  yelled 
some  more.  Some  of  the  boys  ran 
after  them  and  struck  them  with  their 
bayonets,  but  didn't  fire  a  shot.  We 
have  been  digging  trenches  ever  since. 
You  can  imagine  that  I  look  like  a 
dressed  up  lead  pencil.  The  loss  is  es- 
timated at  Fillipinos  nearly  12,000 
killed;  Americans  about  200  killed  and 
the  same  wounded.

Track  Athletics. 

Now  that  our  team  has  demonstrated 
what  it  can  do  on  the  track  it  may  not 
be  out  of  place  to  make  a  few  observa- 
tions concerning  that  particular  branch 
of  athletics.  Lake  Forest  has  good 
reason  to  be  proud  of  her  track  team. 
The  records  made  in  the  meet  with 
Armour  Institute  compare  favorably 
with  those  made  in  the  meets  between 
the  big  eastern  teams. 

Within  the  past  few  years  track 
athletics  have  been  advancing  in  favor 
and  importance  throughout  the  colleges 
of  the  United  States  to  a  remarkable 
degree,  until  they  are  generally  com- 
ing— indeed  in  some  cases  they  have 
already  come — to  be  ranked,  as  they 
deserve,  on  the  same  footing  as  foot- 
ball and  baseball.  In  this  advance  L. 
F.  U.  is  not  slow  to  take  her  part.  If 
our  reputation  along  the  line  of  foot- 
ball and  baseball  has  suffered  we  are 
glad  to  know  that  the  standard  in  track 
work  has  been  kept  up. 

This  department  of  athletics  offers  a 
wider  scope  than  either  baseball  or  foot- 
ball, and  almost  any  one  with  a  sound 
body  and  good  physique  ought,  with 
requisite  practice,  to   succeed    in    some 


direction  or  other.  This  year  our  record 
was  good.  Next  year  let  us  seek  to 
make  it  better.  The  success  of  our 
athletes  in  this  meet  ought  not  only  to 
increase  interest  in  athletics  through- 
out the  university,  but  it  ought  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  alumni  to  the 
growing  need  of  certain  facilities  for 
indoor  athletic  work. 


Song  Book  for  L.  F.  U. 

The  question  has  often  occurred  to 
The  Stentor  why  Lake  Forest  does

L.  F.  U.  in  character.  Other  universi- 
ties and  colleges  have  such  collections.

MORGAN  PARK  WINS  THE   BANNER. 

Morgan  Park  Academy  won  an  ex- 
citing track  and  field  meet  from  the 
Lake  Forest  and  Northwestern  Acad- 
emies Saturday  afternoon  on  Sheppard 
Field .  Records  fell  with  regular  or- 
der and  the  work  was  uniformly  fast 
and  good.  The  three  teams  were 
closely  matched,  and  it  was  not  known 
up  to  the  last  event  which   of  the  three 
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would  win.  Lake  Forest  and  Morgan 
Park  shut  out  Northwestern  in  the  short 
runs,  but  in  the  field  the  Evanston  boys 
picked  up,  and  with  only  two  events  to 
run  off  the  score  of  points  stood  a  tie. 
These  events,  however,  went  to  Morgan 
Park  and  Lake  Forest  and  placed  them 
in  the  lead. 

Horton  of  Morgan  Park  was  the  best 
of  the  boys  competing  and  his  work 
was  especially  fine.  The  light  lad 
brought  in  nineteen  points  for  his 
school,  winning  three  first  places.  Smith 
of  the  same  school  was  a  good  mate, 
and  between  them  they  captured  the 
banner.  In  the  half  mile  Dudley  [L. 
F.]  tripped  and  fell,  still  finished  sec- 
ond.
